Senator Stanford’s F irst Vote. 
Washington, December 11th.— Leland 
Stanford’s first vole in the Senate on a 
railroad measure has been cast. Senator 
Maxey introduced a hill granting the St. 
Louis and San Francisco Railway Company 
the right of way through the lands of the 
Choctaw and Chickasaw nations, in Indian 
Territory, which was referred by the Chair­ 
man to the Committee on Railroads. The 
bill has been before the Committee on 
Railroads twice before, and was reported 
favorably. Harrison, of the Committee on 
Indiau Affairs, objected to the bill being 
referred to the Railroad Committee, on the 
ground that that committee was not as 
careful of the rights of the Indians as it 
should be. The question was debated with 
great spirit, and it became clear that its 
reference to the Committee on Indian Af­ 
fairs would practically kill it. Stanford 
listened attentively to the debate.and when 
it closed voted against referring the hill to 
the Railroad Committee. It was sent to 
the Committee on Indian Affairs by a 
vote of 30 to 27. Riddleberger then re­ 
signed from the Committee on Railroads in 
disgust. 
T lie San F rancisco Surveyoi-ship. 
Washington, December lltli.—Senators 
Stanford and Miller, of California, will 
both oppose the confirmation of W. J. 
Tinnin, to be Surveyor of the port of Sun 
Francisco. Representative Henley, who 
secured Tinnin’s appointment, has* visited 
the Treasury Department, and learns that 
no charges are filed against him. He says 
that the only opposition against Tinnin 
grows out of political grounds. He was a 
member of tlie Stockton Convention and 
has always been a thoroughbred Democrat, 
and Mr. Henley thinks that notwithstand­ 
ing the opposition of the two Senators he 
will be confirmed. Mr. Henley says, also, 
that the opposition starts from Judge Field, 
who was very anxious to have Jlr. Gwin 
appointed Surveyor. 
Caucus o f R epublican Senators. 
W ashington, December 11th.—The Re­ 
publican Senators met in caucus at 11 
o'clock to-day. Sherman resigned the po­ 
sition of Chairman of the caucus, and 
Edmunds was elected to that place. This 
action was due to the fact that no Senator 
has ever been Chairman of the caucus and 
presiding officer of the Senate at the same 
time, and Sherman felt it incumbent on 
him not to depart from the line of prece­ 
dent action of the caucus. The committee 
on the arrangement of the Chairmanships 
of Senate committees, decided to tender to 
Senator Sewell that of the joint Committee 
on Library, and to Senator Logan his old 
place on Military Affairs. Nearly all the 
time was devoted to tlie discussion of the 
line of policy to be adopted toward 
the Presidential appointments. No addi­ 
tional action was taken on the proposition. 
The Senators expressed their views freelv. 
and were found to tie practically unani- ‘ 
mous against the adoption of any general j 
policy of opposition, but were agreed on j 
the advisability of treating each nom ina-1 
tion upon its merits. Opinions were ex- 1 
pressed, and generally assented to. that i 
good men appointed to office because they 
were Democrats should be confirmed, ex­ 
cept in cases where their predecessors were 
removed on unfounded charges, brought for 
the purpose of making pretexts for the ; 
creation of vacancies. In such cases it i 
was urged that the nominations should be 
held up to give the removed officials an 
oportunity for vindication. The Senators 
who were present expressed the opinion 
that this plan, for the present, will govern 
the course of the Republicans. 
Cude oí Congressional Rutes. 


W a s h in g t o n , December 11th.—The Sen­ 
ate Committee on Rules held its first meet­ 
ing this morning and instructed Senator 
Frye, the Chairman, to report back to the 
Senate a code of joint rules for the govern- I 
ment of official intercourse between the t 
two Houses. The code is identical with ^ 
the joint code which the Senate acted upon 
two years ago, except in respect to Rule 13, 
which the committee has stricken out. 
This rule prohibits the sale of intoxicating 
liquors in the Capitol buildings. The Sen­ 
ate has a rule of this kind hi its own rot m. 
The committee thought it was a matter 
which should be left to the control of each 
House. 
United States M arshal and D istrict A t­ 
torney for C alifornia. 
W ashington, December 11th.—It is not 
likely that the United States Marshal or 
District Attorney for California, which are 
the only important offices in the State yet 
unfilled, will be appointed until afier ihe 
1st of January. Mr. Henley has recom­ 
mended Joseph W .'.(skill for Marshal, and 
Dennis Spencer, of Napa, to he District At­ 
torney, and he thinks that both will ulti­ 
mately be appointed. 
Iho Salt I/riko I.<‘\v«!i:pss Caso. 
W ashington, December 11th.—Delegate 
Cain, of Utah, this evening received a dis­ 
patch from Salt Lake, stating that Chief 
Justine Zane. in the case of Deputy United 
States Marshal Vandereook, arrestedon the 
5th instant, charged with lewdness, had 
sustained the Territorial law, which makes 
the offense named a misdemeanor. The 
decision has a direct bearing upon a large 
number of similar eases. 
•Suffering Savages. 
W ashington, December 11th.—Secretary 
Lamar has requested the President to ask 
Congress to authorize $12,500 out of the 
$50,000 appropriated by Congress last year 
to supply food and other necessities of life 
in cases of distress among the Indians not 
having treaty funds, forthe temporary re­ 
lief of the Northern Cheyennes on' the 
Tongue and Rosebud rivers, Montana. 
The Department is informed that the In­ 
dians are in great distress for want of food 
and sufficient clothes. 
The Death Penalty. 
New O rleans, December llth.—John 
Alexander (colored), convicted of the 
murder of his wife last February, was 
hanged to-day in the parish prison, 'in the 
pre.-ence of fifteen witnesses. Alexander 
killed his wife with an ax, cut her to 
pieces, put her in a sack and buried her in 
a; ditch, where her remains were found 
several days afterward, leading to the dis­ 
covery of the murder and the conviction of 
the murderer. 
Alexander professed to 
have been converted to religion, and 
stoutly maintained his innocence to the 
last, insisting that another man killed the 
woman. The drop fell at 12.51, and he 
died without a straggle. 
V anderbilt’s Fnneral. 
New York, Decemberllth.—'The funeral 
of the late William H. Vanderbilt took 
place to-day, and was attended by an im­ 
mense concourse of people. Services were 
held in St. Bartholomew's church. At the 
conclusion of the services in the church, 
the remains of the dead millionaire wore 
conveyed to Newdorp, Staten Island, for 
interment. 
Conversion to «Judaism. 
O m aha, December llth.—Mary Novi I a 
handsome girl, aged 21. well-known'in 
Omaha society, was to-night formally ad­ 
mitted to the Jewish faith. 
Her parents 
are Protestants of the Episcopal Church 
and the girl was reared in the tenets of that 
religion. She is the first conversion from 
the Christian religion to Judaism in Ne­ 
braska. Miss Xevil professes to be thor­ 
oughly converted. Her confession of faith 
was received at the Jewish Svnagogue with 
elaborate ceremonies, consisting of an ex­ 
amination in the Jewish doctrine, con­ 
fession and prayer by the proselyte and 


the changing of her first name to Marian. 
No pressure has been brought to influence 
her on the part of the Jewish congregation, 
but it is hinted that her act originated in a 
desire to marry a prominent voung 
Hebrew. 
Substantially D eclared a N uisance. 
N ew Y ork, December llth —At a meet­ 
ing of the Board of Health to-day, it was 
resolved that the operations of refining 
metals at the United States Assay Office in 
New York, as at present conducted, are 
offensive and injurious to the health of the 
occupants of property in the vicinity, bv 
reason of the discharge of acid fumes and 
vapors, and that the United States Govern 
ment should immediately take whatever 
steps may he necessary to remedy it. 
The N oonday R eligious Services in New 
York. 
New York, December llth. — At the 
Trinity Church noouday services, to-day. 
the immense congregation rose up as one 
man in response to a question by mission­ 
ary Aitken if thenoomiay meetings should 
be continued another week. The intention 
had been to close the meeting to-morrow. 
New York “ G entlem en”—D isgusting B ru­ 
tality. 
New York, December llth —The New 
York Athletic Club is the richest and most 
powerful club of presumable gentlemen in 
the city. The spectacle last night in itz 
new and elegant rooms, which were crowd­ 
ed with broker and other business men, 
as well as by professional sports, was so 
brutal and disgusting as to elicit the 
severest criticism this morning. Even the 
Sun does not conceal the true character of 
the exhibition, and says: "There vvas 
fighting in the New York Athletic Club­ 
house last night—real, genuine fighting, 
that warmed the hearts of lovers of the 
sport, and left the weak and sickly shows 
ot Madison Square Garden far behind. The 
principal event was between William El­ 
lingsworth and John McMahon, members 
ol another ‘ gentlemen's club.’” The Sm 
thus describes the scene: *’ McMahon’s 
face was smeared with blood; the gloves 
of both men \vcre red ; McMahon’s blood 
was smeared all over Eltingsworth’s bodv. 
McMahon did his best, and fought 
hard. 
It 
was 
very evident 
that 
the blood of the Ellingsworth family was 
better than his own. A terrific bloiv un­ 
der the chin sent him reeling against the 
ropes. Another blow came with all the 
force of Iillingsworth's arm upon Mc­ 
Mahon’s jugular vein. McMahon groped 
in the air for a second, and suddenly fe'.l 
forward, striking his face upon the floor. 
Friends made a rush to pick him up, but 
the master of ceremonies yelled, ' No ; 
leave him alone. Give him a chance to 
get up in ten seconds if he can.’ Half the 
crowd applauded, the other half did not, 
McMahon still lying flat upon his face, 
apparently unconscious. Not twenty men 
had any idea that he would ever 
get up again. 
He revived, struggled 
to 
his feet, 
fixing 
his eyes on 
Ellingsworth, tried to smile, and went at 
him again. Half a dozen blows took away 
what little strength he had, then Ellings­ 
worth, with a swinging right-hander, sent 
him to the floor entirely helpless.” An­ 
other similar bloody encounter followed. 
The Sun says: "Another member of the 
Ellingsworth family, called Joe, is the 
champion amateur middle weight of 
America. 
Robinson, of San Francisco, 
and Henry had been expected there to 
meet him, hut the master of ceremonies 
announced that both at the last moment 
had sent woid that they were sick al­ 
ready.”

The B alkan D ifficulty V irtually Settled’ 
L o n d o n , December 12th. — The Times 
savs: "The Eastern difficulty’ may be re­ 
garded as virtually settled. The powers 
nave agreed to recognize the union of the 
Bulgarians. A demarcation commission 
lias been appointed, which insures an 
armistice or a month, and can hardly fail 
to secure peace.” 
Servia's Proposition. 


L o n d o n . December llth.— Servia lias 
proposed that the powers appoint a mili­ 
tary commission to demarcate a line be­ 
tween the Bulgarian and Servian armies, 
beyond which neither force shut! pass 
pending the peace negotiations. 
Fighting Feared. 
< ATTAito, December llth.—Twenty-three 
thousand 1 urkisb troops are massed in 
Epirus. 
The inhabitants, fearin'» that 
there will be fighting, are fleeing from 
their homes. 
The Tronble in M exico. 
< 1 \i.vESTON, December llth —The .Yens’ 
Laredo fex.) special says: General Reyes, 
commanding the Federal troops at Monte­ 
rey. received orders from the City of Mexi­ 
co yesterday to depose acting" Governor 
Sepulveda, and place the State of Xuevo 
Leon under martial law. Governor Sepul­ 
veda refused to vacate his office, and last 
night General Reyes received orders to re­ 
move him by f rce and take possession of 
the archives. Reyes undertook to execute 
the order during the night at the head 
of 200 soldiers; hut was repulsed by 
Sepulveda, with a loss of three killed and 
several wounded. To-day the troops sta­ 
tioned at Lampasas were" ordered to Mon­ 
terey. It is rumored to-night that a portion 
of the Bishop’s palace was blown up to­ 
day. I’assengers on the Monterey train 
to-night report tiring near the town of 
More las. which is supposed to be an en­ 
gagement between the State I:oops and the 
forces ot Rodriguez, the revolutionist. 
The M exican Congress and the Proposed 
Ship R ailw ay. 
City of Mexico, December llth.—Con- 
gross has approved the modified contract 
with Captain Eads, for a ship railway 
and the bill has gone to the President for 
his signature. 


E l e v a t i o n

N o r t h e r n L i g h t s 
Dr. Sopbus Trombolt thinks that the long- 
mooted question of the hight above the 
earth at w hich the aurora borealis appears 
will soon cease to be one of the unsolved 
problems of nature. It is evident that au- 
rorrc, like clouds, float through a certain 
thickness of the atmosphere, and onlv ap­ 
proximate estimates can be made of their 
usual altitude. Dr. Trombolt has calcu­ 
lated the bights of the lower edges of 
eighteen aurone from measurements of 
their position made simultaneously at two | 
stations of Northern Europe about «ix’v- 
six miles apart. His results range from ; 
forty-seven to a little over one hundred I 
miles, the average being seventy miles I [•> 
admits the possibility that auroro: mav 
sometimes very closely approach the earth's 
surface, but states that he has never seen i 
any portion of one below the cionds nl- ! 
though he has long watched for such an i 
appearance.

CALIFORNIA. 
Shocking Tragedy in San Francisco. 
San F rancisco, December llth.—At five 
minutes past 10 o'clock this morning 
diaries X. Brown, of Cheyenne, shot John 
A. Benson, the civil engineer, in the head, 
inflicting a wound which resulted in death 
soon after, and subsequently shot himself, 
but not accomplishing his purpose of self­ 
destruction. lie seized a small ink-erasing 
knife, which lay on the table in Benson’s 
office, and deliberately cut his throat clear 
from the left carotid artery across tiie wind­ 
pipe, quickly causing d'e.zth. Y/hat the 
precise cause of the trouble was does not 
appear, but enough can be gathered to in­ 
dicate that Brown had or thought that he 
had a cia. r.i against Benson for money, and 
finding that Benson was dúpe-.. d to put 
him off, fired at him, concluding that there 
v. as no hops of collecting, rnd electing to 
kill and die rather than suf.er for Iael of 
the money. Brown, it would appear, had 
business with Benson connected with the 
latter’s surveying contracts in Wyoming 
Territory. A short time ago Brown met 
ex-Chiel Justice Senor, of Wyoming, and 
asked him to take up a case growing out of 
land and surveying claims, stating at the 
time that he wa in deep trouble over 
money matters and could get no satisfac­ 
tion. Justice Sc nor declined the case, and 
advised Brown to consult some San Fran­ 
cisco lawyer. But the quarrel and its origin 
are, as vet, involved in doubt. 
I SECOND DISPATCH 1 
San Francisco, December llth.—Theo­ 
dore Reichart, Chief Clerk in the Snrvevor- 
Geticral’s office, who was in Benson's office 
a short time after the shooting, subse­ 
quently witnessed a statement written out 
according to Benson’s directions. This 
statement was under revision tliis after­ 
noon. Mr. Reichart, however, detailed the 
substance of the statement and also what 
knowledge of the ease he had, substantially 
as follows: 
" Benson’s statement is that Brown came 
into his office at either a quarter before or 
a quarter after 10 o’clock this forenoon. It 
must have been a quarter before, because 
we received word of the affair soon after 
10 o'clock. Brown said, ‘ i am in trouble.’ 
Benson asked him to sit down. Brow n did 
so. 
Brown then said that he was 
out of money. In January, 1883, he had 
met a woman in the East’ whom he had 
compromised under promise oí mar­ 
riage. He cam? West then and met 
a 
woman 
whom he liked better, 
and whom he married in Utah, while 
under the influence of liquor. This 
woman was now in this city. If he 
only had money he would quit the coun­ 
try. There was an account between them. 
Benson said, after hearing Brown’s state­ 
ment, that he would go down into the 
Nevada Bank and see Mr. Flood and Mr. 
Angus and see what he could do. Brown 
said tHat he had spent all his money, and 
that it was his own fault that matters were 
in their present shape. He said that he 
would wait until Benson could go down 
into the bank. Benson says that he was 
pone about fifteen minutes.' When became 
back Brown was walking near the door, 
looking very white. Benson told him that 
he had seen Messrs. Flood and Angus, and 
that money had been arranged tor, and if 
Brown would come in the afternoon the 
account between them would be settled. 
He also said to Brown that lie would have 
to he excused for the piesent, as George W. 
Baker was waiting in the outer office to see 
him, and he had other business which de­ 
manded itis attention. Benson walked 
toward his desk, which was in the 
inner office, and Brown locked the 
door between the, inner ami outer offices, 
and stepping close up behind Benson’ 
said, ‘ \\ e il settle that matter now.’ The 
first ball was then fired, which grazed Ben­ 
son’s neck. Brown must have been close 
to Benson when he fired, for Benson's face 
is full of powder marks. Brown then 
snapped his pistol a second time. Benson 
does not know whether it was discharged 
then or not. Brown then aimed his pistol 
directly at his own head and tired. Ben­ 
son seized the pistoi with his left hand to 
prevent Brown from injuring himself. In 
the struggle the pistol went off again, and 
it was then that Benson was struck in the 
face.” 
There must have been a long struggle be­ 
tween the two men, for Benson’s left hand 
is cut up and his right hand is s.ratehod. 
Four times Brown had now fired. The po­ 
lice say tiiat five chambers of the pistol 
were found to have been emptied, hut Ben­ 
son recollects only four. Brown now seized 
an ink-eraser which was on Benson’s desk 
and with it cut his throat.

claimed Benson still owed him. The mat­ 
ter was submitted to three arbitrators—J. 
K. Carter of the Pacific Bank, C. E. Wilson! 
a lawyer, and Mr. MeJunkin. They de­ 
cided in August last that Benson owed 
Brown $5.394. It was to collect this, it is 
thought, that the visit that terminated so 
tragically was made this morning.

THE STANFORD LNIVEfiSITY. 
Its.R eligious Status and Effect on O ther 
Institutions. 
^ [San Francisco Post, December llth J 
The religious press on this cuast and at 
the East is speculating somewhat upon the 
extent to which tHe Stanford University 
will go in repudiating sectarian religious 
instruction, and the probable effect of a 
university so richly endowed upon the 
State University and the denominational 
colleges and academies of the State. The 
Rev. Dr. McLean, pintor of the First Con­ 
gregational Church of Oakland, in a letter 
to the Chicago Advance, says : "The pros­ 
pect is that it [theStanford University] will 
completely overshadow and possibly ex­ 
tinguish the State University. And it is 
also probable tliat denominational college 
enterprises will receive a check, until at 
least it appears whether the new univer­ 
sity is likely to furnish a satisfactory 
schooling to our young people. If the 
term ‘ sectarianism’ is interpreted broadly 
enough—as it seems likely from the reli­ 
gious position of Senator and Mrs. Stan­ 
ford—to admit the inculcation of religious 
truth, as distinguished from denominational 
tenets, it is scarcely likely that denomina­ 
tional institutions can prosper for many 
years.” In case the Trustees should decide, 
as the Regents of the Slate University have, 
that “ sectarianism” means ail "religious 
instruction,” then Dr. McLean thinks it 
would not be satisfactory to the religious 
community, and the denominational insti­ 
tutions would he kept up. 
Tiie I’arijh (Congregational) says of the 
gift of Mr. and Mrs. Stanford : “ No other 
nian and wife ever before did such an act, 
in their own lifetime, during ail the world’s 
history. No other man and wife ever had 
Hich a fortune to bestow upon an institu­ 
tion of learning without wronging any soul 
or disappointing any hope. We Heartily 
congratulate them oñ their ascent to the 
higher ranks of public benefactors. The 
State is to be congratulated, also, because it 
may be justly proud of such citizens. And 
the youth of the State are to be congratu­ 
lated upon the opening to them ot still 
larger, and the largest, opportunities of 
personal culture.” The Ferine expresses 
itself as, on the whole, greatly pleased with 
the provisions of the endowment acts ; and 
yet it suggests that ** a more distinct recog­ 
nition of Christianity in theory and teach­ 
ing might add to the brightness of tiie 
prospect of successful achievements.”

HEALTH OF THE STATE. 
R eport of the Secretary o f the State Board 
of H ealth for November* 
Gerrard G. Tyrrell, M. D„ Secretary of 
the State Board of Health, has made his 
report tor the month of November, from 
which the following factsare gleaned. The 
report embraces eighty-four localities, em­ 
bracing an estimated population of 509,850, 
and notes 769 deaths, divided upas follows: 
Consumption, 110; acute pneumonia, 46: 
acute bronchitis, 17 ; congestion of lungs, 
11; diarrluca and dysentery. 14; cholera 
infantum, 13; disease of the stomach and 
bowels, 40 ; diphtheria, 37; croup, 19; scar­ 
let fever, 6 ; measles, 1; whooping cough, 
3 ; typho-malarial fever, 6 ; typhoid fever. 
22 ; remittant and intermittant fevers. 3 • 
cancer, 28; erysipelas, 1 ; heart disease, 48 • 
alcoholism, 13; other causes, 327. From 
all the localities referred to comes the in­ 
formation that the State continues in a 
condition most satisfactory to the sanita- 
tarian. 
there is no epidemic diseases 
within its borders, as far as heard from 
and the mortality is accordingly small. No 
deaths are reported in MarysviHe, College 
City, Amador, 
Arbuokló, G'astrovilfe 
Downieyille, Fort Bid well, Igo, Jolon, Lin­ 
coln, Millville, .-anta Barbara, Shasta 
Smith river, Sierra valley, Williams or 
Elk Grove, which is indicative of the gen 
eral salubrity which exists. Among the 
diseases proving fatal, we find that con­ 
sumption carried awav 110, which is less 
than last report by 12. Of the 10 death;, 
occasioned by pneumonia 31 occurred in 
San Francisco. 
Tiie deaths from croup during the month 
show a marked increase, which seems to 
be coincident with the increase of dipth- 
llieria, thus unmistakably exhibiting a 
relationship, to which attention is directed. 
Nine deaths occurred in San Francisco 
three in Modesto, one in Benicia, one in 
Pomona, one in San Diego, one in Ber­ 
keley, two in Los Angeles and one in 
iruckee. 
Diphtheria exists in nil those 
places. 
Reports from 
eighty-two localities 
in different parts of 'the State agree 
with 
remarkable 
unanimity 
it: 
declaring tiie general condition 
of 
the public to he one of great healthfulness, 
many correspondents asserting that in a 
long residence on this coast they never saw 
less disease-than at present exists. 
Citolera infantum has prevailed more o; 
less during the past month th ro u g h o u t 
Siskiyou, Santa Clara, Smith’s Drier 
Bakersfield, Healdsburg, Modesto and San 
Francisco—tire vicissitudes of the weather 
increasing the mortality considerably. 
_ Scarlet fever, in a mild form, is prevalent 
in Cottonwood, Millville, Pomona. Spadra, 
Azusa and Los Angeles. 
Measles have appeared in Pomona, Azusa 
Vallejo and Lakeport. 
Diphtheria is mentioned as present in 
San Francisco, Oakland, Berkeley. Hay­ 
wards, Cottonwood, Igo, Bakersfield, Le- 
tnoore, Hanford, Etna, Jolon, Santa Rosa 
Santa Cruz, Sacramento, Roseville. San 
Diego and Amador. 
Croup seems quite prevalent in many 
towns. Among them may bo mentioned 
Modesto, Truckee, Castroville, Smith 
River, Santa Barbara, San Francisco, Los 
Angeles and Benicia. 
Diphtheria is making a steady advance 
throughout the State, and so fur it has 
proved more destructive than typhoid 
fever, or any other “ tilth disease.” When 
once diphtheria has arisen, the law of sim­ 
ple contagion carries it to the rich and the 
poor; to tire cleanly and t!re uncleanly, 
but not with the same rapidity. Unelean- 
liness and insanitary surroundings invite 
the disease and give its germs the most 
fitting soil for their development, cleanli­ 
ness offers only barren ground for their 
propagation. 
" When diphtheria gets 
away frum the primary cases, and makes 
its escape upon the community, somebody 
is to blame. The sooner we accept this as 
a sanitary maxim, the sooner we shall be­ 
gin to do our duty as individuals and az 
communities.” Dr. L. M. Lovelace, writ­ 
ing front Lemoore, says tire disease tiie re 
was in the form of diphtheritic crottp, and 
that eighty per cent, of those so attacked 
died; those in whom the disease was con­ 
fined to the tonsils and palate recovered. 
I»r. Thomas L. Magee, in a letter from San 
Diego, attributes the prevalence of the 
disease in that city to defective seweruge; 
its greatest prevalence seemed to follow a 
copious fall of rain, it cannot be too 
earnestly impressed upon the community 
the necessity of isolating all eases of what 
are called " membranou> croup," as such 
attacks are oftcner diphtheritic than not. 
and hence accompanied with increased 
peril to the atten ¡ants an 1 
. 
the prevailing belief that croup is not a 
contagious disease. All cases of diphtheria, 
and croup should be as sedulously isolate” 
and the premises as well disinfected as in 
small-pox. One is quite as dangerous as 
the other, and but little loss contagions. 
Typhoid fever in a few instances was no­ 
ticed in Calico, ¡Sama Ann. Williams, Fort 
Bid well, X apa, Truckee, Lodi, Willits, Nic­ 
olaus, Cottonwood, Forest Hill and ban 
Francisco. The totality of this disease was 
quite limited, and in no locality was it 
epidemic. 
Typho-malarial fever prevails to a lim­ 
ited extent in Dixon, College City, Vallejo, 
Igo and Modesto. 
Pneumonia prevails in San Francisco, 
Benicia, Santaclara.Calico Lincoln, Forest 
Hill, Truckee and Fort : c veil. 
Bronchitis is also prevalent in Vallejo; 
.Etna, Santa Ana, Arbuckle, Bakersfield. 
Sacramento, Nicolaus, Modesto and Calico. 
Erysipelas has appeared in Nicolaus 
Cottonwood. \ allejo, Truckee, Forest Hill. 
Santa Ana, Calico aa4 .Etna. As this dis­ 
ease may be classed among those of a con­ 
tagious and inoculable character, "every 
sanitary precaution ought to be taken to 
prevent its spread as the poison of this 
disease is known to be one of the mo. - 
resistant to the action of disinfectants, and 
capable of remaining active for a lor.g pe­ 
riod of time, even for year:.

BREAKFAST p a r t i e s . 
Breakfast parties are growing in favor 
with Americans of late years, and a much 
more substantial meal with us than with 
foreigners, besides being lo s formal than 
the dinner. The hour is from Í) to 11 
o’clock, varying with circumstances. The 
invitation may be a simple informal note, 
or the card of the hostess, in which latter 
case below the name is written, “ Breakfast 
at 10 o’clock. 
Thursday.” 
In serving 
breakfast there is little difference in form. 
Tlie hostess usually serves the ccffee, tea 
and chocolate; the other dishes may be 
served by the gentleman of the house, or 
from the side table as desired. The break­ 
fast should never be elaborate, but dainty 
and tasteful; the few dishes should be of 
the choicest,, and everything should be 
possi- 
beiiig 
sufficient, unles3 the guests are numerous. 


IIOW TO SERVE BREAKFAST. 
A breakfast table may be spread attrac­ 
tively with a white clotli, and a scarlet and 
white napkin under each plate, with mats 
bordered with scarlet. One caster in :he 
center is sufficient. 
Fruit may be set in the 
middle of the table in a large glass bowl, 
and should be served first, then oatmeal, 
after which meat and vegetables, to which 
each guest is helped ty the h o st; then hot 
cakes, with svrup and the coffee, follow. 
Meats are covered and cakes are brought in 
between plates. Butter is in small plates, 
with ice around it. 
Honey or syrup is 
served in saucers. Melons, in season, are 
a delicious breakfast dish, while oranges 
and bananas are healthful and dainty. 
Sliced tomatoes, properly dressed, are ex­ 
ceedingly refreshing. Oatmeal and cracked 
wheat porridge are popular and wholesome 
breakfast dishes, and are" much used at 
fashionable tables since it has become 
known that Queen Victoria is partial to 
them, which is nonsensical reason enough 
for popularity. 


HOW TO STARCH AND IRON SHIRT BOSOMS. 
To a neat and painstaking housewife, 
few things are more exasperating than to 
have the starching of shirt bosoms not turn 
out well. The applying of the starch is an 
im portant part of the work. Some succeed 
with cold starch, but a belter course is to 
use both. 
If a little more work to use 
both, this is repaid by a handsomer and 
more lasting finish to the bosom, and iliere 
will rarely be a shirt to go back into the 
wash. In using both hot and cold starch, 
the former is applied first, allowing it to 
dry before using the other. 
For the hot 
starch, count on a teaspoon fui of pood dry 
starch for each bosoiu. 
It should not be 
made very thick, and in applying, the hot­ 
ter it can be put on the better. Of this pre­ 
pared starch, spread on a tablespoonful at a 
time, rubbing in well before putting on 
more. Apply first on the right side, and 
later from the under side, keeping at it 
until the linen will take up no more with­ 
out showing a mussed appearance. The 
starch must be well rubbed in. If it is not, 
the iron will stick, and specks and blisters 
appear. 
Following on this, tlie shirt should he 
dried, after which the cold starching may 
be done. In making up a batch of cold 
starch tor use ahead, as should al way3 be 
done, the following well-tested receipt will 
provide enough to la»t for several months. 
Take two ounces borax, one ounce white 
lanndrv wax, one teacup water, three cups 
of starch. Dissolve tlie borax and wax jn 
the water, sufficiently heated for tiie pur­ 
pose, but not so hot as to scald the starch ; 
into this mix the starch, after pulverizing 
and passing it through a flour seive. Dri- 
on platter and keep in box. In using, take 
a teaspoonfnl of this prepared starch, dis­ 
solve in water not- so cold but that the wax 
in it will soften. Apply by dipping the 
bosom, already treated with hot starch ancl 
dried, as described, into this new batch, 
and ringing o u t; rubbing but slightly. Al­ 
ter an hour or more, iron. 
In ironing, first 
rub the bosom carefully with a cloth 
wrung out ot hot water, to equalize the 
starch on the surface. For the first time of 
passing the iron over the bosom, lay a thin 
cloth between. Then remove this, dampen 
the surface of tiie bosom a little, and iron 
carefully, repeating several limes, and un­ 
til the finish is satisfactory. If the outside 
covering of the ironing'board be of flannel, 
tlie shirt will not stick. Careful attention 
to these details will be rewarded by shirt 
bosoms so white and glossy as to gire full 
satisfaction for the pains taken.

A nice way to serve eggs with broiled 
ham is to butter some patty tins, sprinkle 
with fine crumbs of bread, break an egg 
into a saucer, and then, without disturbing 
the Volk, pour it into the tin. Set the tins 
into a hot dipping-pan and let them stand 
in the oven until the white is cooked. 
Then, after putting the thin slices of nicely 
boiled ham upon a licit platter, take the 
eggs from the oven and turn out on the 
ham . It is not necessary to close the door 
of the oven while the eggs are in : indeed, 
it is belter not to do so. 
To use ur> the stale bread and make a 
delicious pudding: Soak the soft part of a 
baker's loaf in a pint of warm milk ; add a 
tablesp-ionful of soft butter, a tablespoonful 
of thick cream, the rind and a pait of the 
juice of a lemon a id two well-beaten eggs. 
Flour a large cupful of Iried currants, grate 
nutmeg over them and add to the rest. 
Bake in wcll-buttcred custard cups a d 
serve with pud ing sauce, either hard or 
liquid. 
One ol the means employed by gardeners 
to ascertain wheth r plants need water isto 
rap on on si o of the pot, near the middle 
with the knuckles.

fire the charcoal. Tried once,itw ill always 
be used. 
A lamp standing for Fome time in a cold 
room and then filled full of coal oil, will 
run over through the expansion of the oil 
when taken to where it is warm. Then the. 
lamp may be blamed fur Faking. To ob­ 
viate this, never fiil the lamp quite full.

Tiie Congo Negro. 
The uncivilized negro ol CeiTtral Africa 
is not (to use the language of Exeter Hall) 
a poor and ignorant savage. Judged from 
a mental standpoint he is neither poor nor 
ignorant. lie has no poverty of ideas, and 
his reasoning powers are of a high order. 
He is deeply superstitious, lias the organ of 
veneration well developed, and ¿hows 
such great respect for tradition that to 
call it conservatism hardly expresses its 
cutuprehensiveness—for even m ight bows 
down before it. Incapacity and ignorance 
are, I opine, attributes relative to the 
moral and material 
surroundings 
of 
the man and the stage of advancement to 
which his tribe has attained. This granted, 
it is libelous, therefore, to call men igno­ 
rant, who, like the negroes of Central 
Africa, show such astonishing capacity, not 
only in the shrewd way in w hich’ they 
manage their petty affairs of State, but also 
in putting to its best use ail that nature 
has provided them w ith—and that with a 
keen eye to climatic changes and climatic 
peculiarities.

S h r in k in g

W o o l e n s.—A German 
technical journal states that woolen fabrics, 
treated according to the following simple 
method, will be found to be proof against 
shrinking, aud will ais i retain their colors 
unchanged. The fabrics are first soaked 
for several hours in a warm, moderately 
concentrated solution of soda, to which 
about half a tum bler of ammonia water 
has been added, more or less, according to 
the quantity of material treated. At this 
stage the fabrics are washed out. after tlie 
addition ol some water that is warm, then 
rinsed in fresh water. 
The same result 
may be reached by adding a tum bler of 
amm onia water to a small tub of water, 
soaking the stuffs for half an hour in this, 
and finally rinsing them in pure water.

My roses were very beautiful, although 
the excessive rains of that year had caused 
the yellow roses to bloom imperfectly; 
mine, sheltered by the projection of a roof, 
were perhaps tlie only perfectly expanded 
ones in the neighborhood. M’me Lorgercl 
uttered exclamations of delight over the 
beautiful bouquet.

“ ‘ My father has just announced to me

The hand­ 
somest uniform possible, and the officers 
are all gentlemen.’ 
But, uncle, 1 do not wish to he a 
soldier.' 
W hat! 
You do not wisli to be a 
soldier? Can it be that you are not brave ?’ 
“ ‘ I do not know y e t; but volt are the 
only one in the world whom 1 allow to ask 
m e such a question.' 
'■ ‘ Well, then, Cid, my dear fellow, why 
do you not want to be a soldier?' 
“ ‘ Well, uncle, it is because I want to 
m arrv.’ 
“ ‘ Ó h !’ 
“ ' There is no oh in the m atter; I am in 
kive.' 
“ ‘ Is that what you call unhappiness, 
you ingrate? 1 only wish I were in love 
mvself. And who is the object of your 
tender flame?’ 
“ • Ah, uncle, she is an angel.’ 
“ ‘ Yes, 1 know ; it is always an angel. 
Later on yon will love a woman better. 
But to what hum an name, in short, does 
tliis angel answer?’ 
“ ‘ They call for Naomi.’ 
“ ‘That is not what 1 am asking. Naomi 
is for yourself. Moreover, it is a prettv 
nam e. 
But for me, who wants to know 
who the angel is. to what family she be­ 
longs : the family name is the essential 
thing.' 
‘ ‘ It is M ile Amelot. uncle.' 
“ ‘ indeed! That is far better than an 
angel. She is a brunette, tall and slender, 
with dark, velvety eyes. 
1 do not disap­

Not know ? My unworthy 
nephew!

“ 1 She does not even know, uncle, that I 
love her.’ 
“ ‘Oh, you are mistaken as to that, my 
handsome nephew ; you know nothing at 
all about that. She knew it at least a quar­ 
ter of an hour before you knew it yourself.’ 
“ ‘ All I know is that I shall kill mvself 
unless I can have her.’ 


“ ‘Oh! oh! Well, now, nephew, there 
are a great m any chances that von will 
never have her. 
Your father is much 
richer than her, and will never be willing 
to give her his son.’ 
“ ‘ Then, uncle, I shall know what to do.’ 
“ ‘ Yes, but take care; don’t do anything 
foolish in any case. Listen to me a m o­ 
m ent.’ 
“ ‘ Yes, uncle.’ 
“ ‘ Very w ell; in the first place you can­ 
not m arry at 20.’ 
“ 1 W hy not, pray?” 
“ ‘Because I am not willing, and without 
my consent this marriage cannot take place 
at all.’ 
•“ Oh ! my good uncle—1 
“ ‘ If the girl loves you she will promise 
to wait for you three years—’ 
“ 1 Three years, uncle?’ 
‘“ If you complain I shall say four. 
If 
she promises to wait three years for you you 
will go to your regiment, but not at Cler­ 
mont. I will get you into a regiment a 
few leagues from Paris, so that you can 
come home once in three months, when 
you choose to do so.’ 
“ ‘ Very well, uncle ; how shall I know 
whether she loves m e?’ 
“ ' How shall you know ? W hy, asking 
her.’ 
‘“ Ah, uncle, I should never dare to 
do it.’ 
“ ' Very well, then : pack your trunks 
and obey your father.’ 
“ ‘ But, uncle, you do not know what a 
girl she is. 
I have tried a hundred times 
to tell her that I loved her. 
1 have cursed 
myself for my timidity ; I have fortified 
myself iu every w ay; i have prepared 
speeches and learned them by heart, but 
when the time came to speak the first word 
choked me, and 1 talked of something else. 
H er expression is so gentle and at the same 
time so severe, it seems to me that she 
could never love a man, and I talked of 
something else. 
“ ‘ In regard to letters it was much worse.

TH E PH ILOSO PHY OF C LO riU N G .

La llame des Deux Mondes publishes the 
following interesting article concerning the 
facility with which various kinds of goods 
are traversed by b e a t: 
The lightest veil is something of a vest­ 
m ent, as it serves to moderate tlie loss by 
radiation from a naked body. It is in the 
same way that a cloudy sky protects the 
earth from being too much cooled; the dew 
will only fall when the clouds are absent. 
In pulling on numerous coverings we suc­ 
ceed in dim inishing the radiation from our 
bodies, as if by a Berics of stopping off 
places or relays*. Our linen underclothes 
and our cloaks make tip numerous artificial 
epiderms. The heat that is given off by 
the skin goes to warm the superimposed 
clothing; the worse the conductor the 
slower the tieat will pass through ; when 
it arrives at the surface it passes off, hut 
without our perceiving it, as in direct con­ 
tact of the air we should, since it is not we, 
but the clothes, that get cold. 
W hat ren­ 
ders our clothing a protection to us is their 
being wadded with a layer of warm air, the 
temperature of which is maintained at be­ 
tween 20” and 39°. Each of us thus has liis 
own little atmosphere that follows him 
everywhere and renews itself, without get­ 
ting cold. An animal, in its fur. has its 
couch of air in the interstices, that increases 
the protecting power. Furs, soft stuffs and 
feathers owe their warmth to the air which 
they contain. 
I t is evidently a question of great inter­ 
est to determine by experiments the facil­ 
ity with which the various stuffs used as 
clothing are traversed by the heat. The 
celebrated Count Lumfurd was the first 
who particularly studied these 
experi­ 
ments. 
He used a glass ball with a diam ­ 
eter of 0.01 in., surmounted by u tube 
through which he introduced into a ball a 
thermometer surrounded by the substance 
to be examined. The ball was first put into 
boiling water and then into a cooling m ix­ 
ture, and he noted the time it took the 
thermometer to descend from 70 degrees K. 
to 10 degrees It., to loose (50 degrees it. (75 
degrees C). 
W hen the thermometer was 
bare it cooled in 0.5 minutes. 
When it 
was covered with linen it took Id minutes. 
Covered with other kinds of stuffs it took 
periods of time longer and longer to cool; 
flax or cotton thread, -14 to 15 m inutes; 
silk or woolen thread, 15 to 1(5 m inutes; 
fl.tx. lint, cotton wadding. 17 m inutes; 
sheep’s wool, 1 HA m inutes; raw siik, 21 
minutes ; eider down, hare's fur, 22 m in­ 
utes. These experiments were made in 
1708. The most recent experiments were 
made by l)r. Kreiger. 
W ith tlie coverings 
of llax. cotton, flannel, silk, M. Krieger 
noted the absorption of heat in the pro­ 
portions as shown by the following num ­ 
bers : 00, 100, 102, fOS. The influence of 
color was much greater; for cotton stuffs 
differently tinted, lie found tlie following 
num bers: white, 100; straw color, 102; 
yellow. 140; light green, 155; dark green, 
108; Turkish red, 1(55; light blue, 108; 
black, 203. 
To have an idea of the part played by the 
conductibility of tissue, M. Krieger ascer­ 
tained in wliat measure the loss of caloric 
was dim inished by doubling the various 
stuffs placed around the iron cylinder. 
He 
found that satin, cotton stalls and line 
linen only dim inished tlie loss from three 
to six per cent. For buckskin, flannel and 
rather thick cloth, the loss was lessened 
from ten to thirty per cent. The clearest 
results of these experiments is that tlie re­ 
sistance offered by these various stuffs does 
not depend so much on tlie conductibility 
of the textile liliers that form their substance 
as on their thickness, volume and texture. 
A coat that is wadded is much warmer 
when new than it is after tlie wadding has 
been flattened by its use. as it is thus ren­ 
dered a better conductor. 
If the doubling 
of the coverings of the cylinder has little 
influence when they are wrapped tightly 
around, it is very different when a space of 
one-half of one centimeter has been left 
between the two layers. 
We find, in de­ 
ducting for the conductibility of the two 
layers, a retardation of thocoolingam ount- 
ing to 30 or 35 per cent., that is caused by 
the interposed layer of air, as it is inde­ 
pendent of the nature of the covering. 
From this it follows that, in certain cases, 
a garm ent will keep us warmer if it is large 
than if it were tig h t; 
we know that tight 
gloves or shoes protect us badly against the 
cold. But in this seasoning we suppose 
that tlie layer of the air is immovable, a 
large, flowing garm ent is really cooler, be­ 
ing favorable to the circulation of the air. 
The most serious obstacle that the propa­ 
gation of heat can encounter in a body is 
the discontinuity of its elements. 
In the 
manufacture of the various tissues destined 
to clothe us, those principles are profited 
by, more or less, unknowingly. 
Very 
warm clothes are obtained from stuffs that 
are light, spongy and loose, because they 
can contain a large volume of air in the in­ 
terstices between the libers. I said contain, 
but it would l>e more correct to have said 
allow to pass. 
Indeed, the warm air that 
surrounds our bodies is not im movable; it 
is renewed by filtering through the cover­ 
ings that we think are destined to isolate 
us from the surrounding medium. A con­ 
dition that is essential for a good garm ent 
is that it allows of ventilation. 
Tlie 
warmest stuffs allow the air to nas.s through 
them more freely than those that are con­ 
sidered the coolest. 
M. Petteukotler has 
demonstrated the proof of this in measur­ 
ing the volumes of air that passed through 
a series of tubes, closed with differeut 
kinds of staffs, the same pressure and time 
being allowed for each kind of stuff. 
The 
following numbers will give an idea of 
their relative perm eability; Flannel, 100; 
linen, 58; siik, 10; heavy cloth, 58; buck­ 
skin, 51; glazed skin, 1. Flannel is one 
hundred times more permeable than a 
glazed glove, yet we know that it is infin­ 
itely warmer. In using double layers the 
volumes of air were only slightly modified. 
Thus we sec that our clothes arc continu­ 
ally aired, and the activity of tlie exchange 
depends on the exterior temperature, the 
agitation of the atmosphere, and on the 
porosity of the tissues. 
Wliat is essential 
is that the exchange should be made so 
slowly as to be imperceptible. 
Tlie warmest garm ent is a fur pelisse; 
but it is not only the skin, it is, above all, 
the hair that keeps tlie heat; even if its 
muss should be comparatively insignificant, 
the heating efficacy of this kind of apparel 
is due, above all. to the interposed air. 
M. 
Krieger has an interesting experiment on 
the subject. 
He noted the loss of heat by 
liis calorimeter first, when surrounded by 
fur in its natural state ; then with the skin 
shaved, and lastly, the same skin was 
coated with a varnish of linseed oil, then 
with one of gum arabic; tlie loss in these 
four cases is shown iu the following figures: 
100, 190, 258, 296. The cleansed skin lost 
twice as much heat as when it had the hair 
on, and the loss was tripled by the varnish 
that closed the pores. 
Dogs anil rabbits 
have been killed by being shaved and then 
varnished, death being caused not so much 
by the suppressed respiration as by the loss 
of beat. M. Krieger found that when he 
-liaved a rabbit and wrapped it in wet 
linen, and left it in a room at a temperature 
of 19° C., the temperature of the animal 
fell in five hour- from .".9 8° C. to 21 5° ; in 
the same tim e the l'reqneiicy of the respira­ 
tion from 100 to 50 inspirations a minute. 
On putting the rabbit in a cage heated to 
30°, it quickly revived. 
Air-tight garments are in general un­ 
healthy, being an obstacle to theaeration of 
the clothes underneath. They are useful 
to protect ns from the rain, but they excite 


perspiration and prevent it from vaporiz­ 
ing-

MAX 
AND TH E 
MASTODON. 


I n te r e s tin g S p ec u la tio n * C o n cern in g D is ­ 
c o v e r ie s N e a r W o r c e ste r , M ass. 
Professor F. W. Putnam , of the Archaeo­ 
logical Museum at Cambridge. Las made a 
prelim inary report on the fossil hones 
found in a peat meadow near the dividing 
line between the Massachusetts towns of 
Northborough and Shrewsbury, not far 
from Worcester, and which he has been 
examining. 
Professor Putnam is not yet 
prepared to pronounce confidently upon 
" the race affinities ” shown by the hum an 
skull, which, being unfortunately “ not a 
typical one,” must be subjected to a more 
careful examination before a verdict, even a 
hesitating one, can be pronounced as to its 
character and age. The question is an in­ 
teresting one, since tlie skull was found a 
few feet from that of the mastodon, and both 
rested upon the hardpan of that neighbor­ 
hood, which is a hard blue clay underly­ 
ing an ancient peat bed. Hence the ques­ 
tion arises, was this person a contemporary 
of the mastodon ? 
Paleontological science 
may or not be able to decide thut question 
aright. 
In any eveat it will be interesting 
to see wliat conclusion the Cambridge 
scientists come to. 
The mastodon tusks, teeth, etc., were 
found one year ago this month in digging 
a ditch for drainage through the peat D ei 
They lay on the hardpan at a depth of 
eight feet below the surface of the neat. 
It was believed after some investigation 
that other parts of the mastodon s skeleton 
could be found, and last month there were 
further excavations, under the direction of 
Dr. Baymenton, President of the Worces­ 
ter Natural History Society. While digging 
eighteen feet to the southwest from the 
snot where the mastodon skull was found 
eleven months before the workmen ex­ 
posed the top of a human skull. This was 
taken up by Dr. Raymenton. Tbat gentle­ 
man says he worked it out of tho fine peat 
and 
clay 
with 
his 
fingers; 
that 
it rested on its 
basal 
portion 
“ di­ 
rectly 
on 
the 
blue 
clay 
and 
stones." 
The 
under 
jaw 
w aj found 
teeth downward, about eight inches to the 
south of the skull, and in immediate con­ 
tact with the clay. The evidence of several 
witnesses is conclusive on these points. Prof. 
Putnam , being notified of the discovery, 
visited the spot and made a careful study 
of the peat formation and the underlying 
clay, which he declares to be the boulder 
clay covering the bottom of the ancient 
basin or pond, a tract of perhaps five u«res. 
On this hard blue clay, full of rounded and 
split stones referable to the glacial period, 
rests the slowly accumulated mass of peat 
—very tine at the bottom, indicating its 
deposition under water, and growing gradu­ 
ally coarser toward the top. Hays the Cam­ 
bridge Professor: 
“ The two skulls—mastodon and hum an— 
were unquestionably at tho bottom of this 
peat, both restingon the blue clay.butowing 
to the inclination of the basin toward the 
northeast from the spot where the human 
skull was found, there were two feet less 
of peat over the skull than there was over 
the mastodon. Tlie stratification of the 
peat was quite marked, and the lower por­ 
tion immediately covering the two skulls is 
very fine, and evidently a deposit made 
entirely underw ater. Above this the peat 
is slightly coarser, which character in­ 
creases to the surface. 
W hile a few small 
pieces of wood were found at the bottom of 
the peat, several large logs and what seems 
to be the remains of u partially burned 
stum p were found in the layer about two 
feet above the human skull. 
To this 
depth heavy objects could have read­ 
ily sunk through the coarse or more 
open formation above, but 1 question tho 
possibility of 
so 
light an object as 
a hum an skuil sinking 
through tlie 
lower two feet to tlie hardpan at any time 
subsenuent to the formation of that strat­ 
um. That both skulls were transported 
seeius to he proved by the fact tbat no oilier 
holies of the two skeletons were found in 
the immediate vicinity, and that they were 
transported by water before the peat depos­ 
its began seems probable. The broken por­ 
tions of the hum an skull have the appear­ 
ance of having been worn by water action, 
ami tlie dissociation of the jaw and cranium 
would also indicate tlie method of removal 
from tlie rest of the skeleton. 
Ifad it been 
a setting of a heavy body through the peat 
we could hardly expect that the skull and 
jaw alone would have settled to hardpan 
and tlie rest of the bones of the skeleton 
to have been nowhere near them, and the 
same remark would apply to the skull of 
the mastodon." 
This seems to he good reasoning. In re­ 
gard to the hum an remains, the professor 
says: “ The skull has been placed in my 
hands for careful study and comparison, 
and 1 hope soon to be tibie to give definite 
information in regard to it. Unfortunately 
the skull is not a typical one. and the 
averaging and careful balancing of its 
characters will have to be made before the 
race atlinities can be determined. In re­ 
gard to its color I may add that it is as 
deep if not a deeper brown than the bones 
of a mastodon. 
Its comparatively perfect 
preservation when compared with the mas­ 
todon skull is. however, rem arkable; but 
this could be easily accounted for by the 
longer exposure of the mastodon bones on 
the surface of a gravel deposit before being 
washed into the basin.” 
if these fossil hum an and anim al re­ 
mains were washed down by the glacial 
flood, from some point to the northwest, 
until they found their long resting-place 
where they have now been discovered, the 
fact affords another indication of the prev­ 
alence of a warm climate that once ex­ 
tended up to Hudson's Bay and beyond. 
But the m st interesting question that is 
first suggested by the antediluvian remains 
is not an inquiry whence they came, but 
wl.e her man was really contemporary 
with the nia-.tr.-don? 
Other questions are perhaps more cu­ 
rious than practical. 
One is a question of 
tlie time period that m ust have elapsed 
since these dry bones lived; and another 
is : W hat caused that vast cataclysm by 
which a world of water and icc came rush­ 
ing southeastward over the northern tem­ 
perate zone? 
The change of climate was 
apparently sudden. 
There seems to have 
been a tim e when tlie plane of the earth 
was plumb with tho ecliptic. Now it is 
tilted back 28i°, producing the vicissitudes 
of the seasons. Did the mastodon live in 
that far-away tim e when the cataclysm 
occurred that brought down tlie long-con­ 
tinuing flood with its rusli of icebergs? 
And was man bis contem porary?—[H art­ 
ford Times. 


T heV eby Last Shot uy L ee's Men.—J oe 
Peadwvler says that Nap. Cosby fired tlie 
last gun of the war on the Confederate side 
in General Lee’s army. At the tim e of the 
surrender at Appomattox the Federáis and 
Confederates were drawing up in lilies 
facing each other, and but a few feet apart. 
Tlie latter were almost starved, having been 
without food for several davs. 
W hile the 
terms of surrender were being arranged 
some very good hogs came along near the 
line, and as soon as Nap. discovered them 
he raised liis gun and took one of them in. 
The shooting of the hog created a consider­ 
able sensation for a little while, os it was 
thought by some that tlie Yanks and Rebs 
liad got into a fight among themselves. 
The facts were soon understood, however, 
and Nap. and his friends had a good time 
eating pork for dinner.—[Elberton ((5a.) 
Gazette. 


T a m no A i.if.ns.—From the reign of Ed­ 
ward II I. onward tlie sums raised by means 
of tlie customs formed a largo part—at 
times more (ban kalf—of the revenue of 
the King. Tlie natural desire to set lire as 
m uch as possible from foreigners led to 
taxes being imposed on aliens at high rates. 
Thus, iu tlie time of Edward IV. all mer­ 
chants, with exceptions in favor of the 
m erchants of Spain, Bretagne, and the 
merchants of tire Steel Y’urd—merchants of 
Almagne, having the house in London 
termed Guilds Theuticorum, were charged 
•10s a year, anil any alien keeping a house 
for the “ bruying of here" was charged 
20s. These sums, however, did not meet 
tlie requirements for Edward IV.'s extrav­ 
agances.—[The Quarterly Review.

A DEMAND FOE ACTION. 


T he Board of T rade of Sacram ento has 
adopted the recom m endation of the P resi­ 
dent of th at body, tiiat Congress should be 
petitioned and im portuned to a t once take 
steps to reclaim and im prove th e Sacra­ 
m ento river. 
T h e B oard is im patient at 
legal delays, and w hile individuals and 
p rivate societies are struggling w ith the 
h ydraulic m ining evil, it sees clearly tiiat 
th e total destruction of th e navigability of 
the riv er will be worked. 
It therefore de­ 
m ands th a t som ething be done noir by the 
Federal G overnm ent. 
W hatever it does 
w ill lie accompanied by a m andate forbid­ 
ding any persons or corporations to con­ 
tinue in acts tending to nullify the work of 
th e G overnm ent. 
In 
other words, the 
whole m atter resolves itself into the orig­ 
inal proposition of th is paper, th a t a Gov­ 
ernm ent injunction should be laid upon 
acts tending to destroy th e navigability of 
th e Sacram ento river. F o r th at proposition 
we contended for m onths, confident th a t in 
tim e it would be accepted, as it lias been, 
by all the people, notw ithstanding it was 
opposed, m isrepresented, antagonized and 
scorned in certain q u arters bv those who 
can see no way to an end but through the 
law s tedious delays. 
T here is no dem and 
by the Board of Trade, nor by th e people, 
for any certain m ethod of work by the 
G overnm ent. 
No dem and th at there shall 
be dams, or no dams, or levees or dredgers, 
o r none ; bu t th a t sonic steps shall b etaken 
by ( ¡overn ment to check th e destruction of 
th e river, and th e blotting out of the com­ 
m erce of th e free highw ay of the Sacra­ 
m ento valley, and th a t th ere shall be no 
longer acquiescence by th e silence of the 
F ederal G overnm ent in th e system of 
m ining th at is rapidly bringing about the 
direful end 
indicated. 
T h ere is 
now 
no 
longer 
a 
voice 
lifted 
in 
any 
q u arter 
deprecating 
appeal 
to 
the 
G overnm ent, 
for 
interference 
and 
for 
river work, from which 
relief may be 
had. 
T he only question now is how liest 
to bring our plea to th e ear of th e na­ 
tional G overnm ent. 
T h e adopted report 
referred to contained these expressions, 
w hich cover th e whole q u estio n : 
After the Judge Tem ple decision, no ofiiciat 
of any departm ent of the General Government 
was justified in further declining to render ali 
assistance in his power to prevent further dam ­ 
age being m ade or to proceed to repair injuries 
already done. All moneys th at the citizens of 
those few com m unities have been, from self­ 
preservation. compelled to spend.since the Tem­ 
ple decision, iu order to enforce the benefits of 
th at decision, said to be about half a m illion 
d o llars is a legitim ate claim against the Gen­ 
eral Government, and should be at once p re­ 
sented for adjustm ent and liquidation. There 
are inauy precedents to w arrant Government 
officials, where Government interests are at 
stake, to protect its interests and prosecute the 
private citizen in order to m aintain and execute 
both Congresrionnl enactm ents and common 
law. At present we have tlie rem arkable situa­ 
tion of private citizens doing the work of their 
Government, and at the same time they and 
th eir m ighbors are being deprived of repair re­ 
lief already appropriated, and which thousands 
of citizens situated near other rivers of the land 
are constantly receiving. 1 can readilv under­ 
stand how inaction on the part of the"General 
Governm ent could he cotislrued by the hydrau­ 
lic m iners as a license to eontinue'w ork. but do 
not see how reclam ation done on the rivers by 
the Government could be so construed. 


THE SEASON WHY. 


A Frencli astronom er claim s to have 
m ade a successful experim ent of com­ 
m unicating w ith “ people ".on the planet 
M ars. 
On a great plain in Italy he con­ 
structed certain m ounds, so as to form vast 
squares, triangles, etc., w hich asked the 
question, “ T>o you know th e theorem of 
th e square of th e hypothenuse ?’’ 
lie 
claim s to have received an affirm ative 
answer. 
The Current rem arks th at only a 
few years ago, whoever would have dared 
to m ake such an announcem ent would have 
been judged as insane. 
Yes, or burned as 
a h eretic to churchly astronom ical taith. 
But is th e reason th at w hich our con­ 
tem porary suggests— th a t si. many won­ 
derful things have been witnessed bv this 
generation of men th at th ey have ceased 
to doubt th e possibility of any announced 
claim of great accom plishm ent ? 
Men 
w onder no less th an in ages past. 
Thev 
doubt m ore th an ever before. 
T rue, thev 
have seen so much of th e wonderful th at 
they m ight well cease to be interested in 
th e m arvelous; but th e ir intelligence has 
kept pace w ith discovery, and therefore 
the interest in th e new and wonderful is 
relatively to th e present state of the m inds 
of men w hat th a t was t those of past ages, 


w hich was in fact not at all wonderful, and to 
us is as the sim plest of things. T h at is to say, 
discovery moves upon so m uch higher a 
plane now, th at th e most wonderful dis­ 
covery is no stranger to us th an was the 
sim plest advance in science to those of 
even the recent past. T he reason why men 
and women are in danger of neitherprison 
walls nor th e stake for any claim s of dis­ 
covery, is, we take it, because of th e toler­ 
ant state of civilization. 
N othing has 
grown m ore rapidly or spread more broad­ 
ly th a n th e principle th a t there shall l>e 
tolerated to men the rig h t to th in k and 
speak and believe as they choose. 
T he 
idea of toleration has broadened and tem ­ 
pered th e world of thought. 
It has lifted 
men up and out of the narrow ruts of sel­ 
fishness. 
I t has broken down th e rigors of 
creeds, and th e inhum anity of religious 
zealots. 
It has taught m en th at there is 
nothing for w hich another should be con­ 
demned in th e claim to know this, th a t or 
the uther tiling, th at m ay not yet have 
been revealed to all th e world. Men doubt 
more, but they accord m ore of rig h t to 
th eir neighbors. 
W e do not express our 
wonder at the revelation of th e French as­ 
tronom er, because it is no longer a crim e 
for m en to announce a discovery, contrary 
to accepted discoveries, theories and doc­ 
trines. 
W e consider the Frenchm an's 
claim suprem ely absurd, of course, but 
there the consideration of it ends. 


BRIDGES ABOVE AND BELOW WATER. 


T he P resident is anxious That Congress 
shall 
legislate to 
prevent bars being 
erected across navigable stream s in the 
shape of bridges th a t im pede navigation. 
W ell enough. 
B ut th e doctrine of non­ 
interference w ith navigation of inland 
w aters applies also to th e construction of 
other barriers th an those known as bridges. 
If it is desirable th at no obstruction be 
placed across 
navigable stream s above 
w ater, bow m uch more im portant it is 
th a t Congress legislate to prevent perm a­ 
nent bars being p ut into navigable stream s 
below water, w hich can lie removed only 
at vast cost, and w hich threaten th e total 
destruction of the channels of such stream s. 
T h at is the condition in C alifornia w here 
hydraulic m ining is a 
m enace to 
the 
in teg rity of the chief rivers of th e State, 
and is heaping up a burden th at will 
presently he so great tiiat not even the 
F ederal G overnm ent can cope w ith it or 
lift it from the com m erce of th e State. 


“ JIM CROW CARS.” 


THE SOUTHERN NEGRO IN JI5I 
CROW CARS, 


A nd H ow to G et H im O ut—In terest­ 
in g Iu terview W ith Prof. P rice, 
o f N orth C arolina. 


T h e action of the m eeting of citizens of 
Sacram ento, on T hursday night, relativ e to 
th e Chinese evil, was tem perate, firm and 
wise. 
T he resolution of th e m eeting to 
conduct th e agitation through the m edium 
of organization was wise. 
It is only by 
union of effort th a t an y th in g can he ac­ 
complished in this m atter. 
T he declara­ 
tions of the assembled citizens th a t th ey 
discountenance any and all tilings looking 
tow ard disorder or violation of law, or the 
infringem ent of th e rig h ts of life, projt- 
erty or personal safety, have the rig h t ring, 
and express the tru e sentim ent of this peo­ 
ple. 
Now let us see if perform ance keeps 
faith w ith prom ise. 
No reforms are ac­ 
com plished by 
th e popular m ethod of 
m eeting and “ resolving.” 
If anything 
practical is done it will call for m uch of 
self-sacrifice, and will p ut to tlie severest 
test th e sincerity of every m an who de­ 
clares th a t he wants th e Chinese to go. 
W e tru st th a t action w ill he had, and th at 
it will lie pronijit and em brace th e whole 
com m unity, and th at Sacram ento w ill be 
th e first po in t o f departure in the State 
tow ard a practical solution of th is vexed 
question. 
T he C hinese we do not want 
longer w ith u s ; nor do we w ant m ore to 
come among us. 
T he best action, w hile 
legislators are considering w hat can he 
done by the general G overnm ent, is for 
this people on th e Pacific coast to w ith­ 
draw th eir support 
from 
the Chinese. 
W hen it is no longer profitable for the 
C hinam an to reside here he will go, anil 
th a t so speedily and effectively th a t we 
will have m uch less concern w hat Congress 
does in th e premises. 


S a y s the San Francisco C all: “ T he pro­ 
position to inaugurate a system of recla­ 
m ation to apply to th e navigable w aters of 
this State, where 
th e ir navigability is 
threatened, will be considered, probably,in 
th e C om m ittee on A ppropriations. 
If this 
com m ittee is composed of E astern men, or 
men from any section of the country who 
have not m ade the debris question an es­ 
pecial study, the proposition would not he 
fairly considered. 
A p art from th e fact 
th a t th e m em bers of the com m ittee have 
no especial reason to jilease th e peojile of 
th is coast, is the fair assum ption th at they 
have no adequate conception of th e m ag­ 
nitude of t he im pending danger.” 
T h at is 
very true. 
W e ought to have a representa­ 
tive on tiiat com m ittee, and possibly will 
have. 
But if it is not granted us, or if it 
is given 
to 
a 
m em ber indifferent 
to 
th e 
needs 
of 
th e 
Sacram ento 
river, 
still 
our 
energy 
should 
not 
lie 
re ­ 
laxed. 
W e should at once take steps 
to m em orialize Congress, in addition to 
th e paper now being circulated am ong the 
Boards of Supervisors. 
W h a t is needed is 
greater and more persistent agitation, un­ 
til Congress, by reason of our very jier- 
sistency, consents to h ear us and grant re­ 
lief. 


T h e threatened resignation of Justice 
Ross has revived interest in the debate as 
to w hat the salaries of Judges should be. 
O ur rule would lie to so fix them as to in­ 
vite to th e liench an order of ald litv th at 
will dignify and elevate it, and give 
greater character and certainty to the de­ 
cisions of our Courts. 
To so fix th esalarv 
as to m ake th e Ju d g e independent of other 
gains, and rem ove as far from him as jtos- 
sible th e tenijitation to abandon th e bench 
for th e bar. 
W e should thus secure a 
.corjis of Judges who would fix them selves 
upon the bench by v irtu e of th e ir recog­ 
nized excellence, and would be lifted above 
th e jiolitical field in a great degree, and 
m ade independent 
of bosses, rings and 
conventions, and never reduced to th e ne­ 
cessity of abandoning the bench in order 
to gain a needed income for th e ir families. 


A c o r r e s p o n d e n t , in another column, 
suggests th at a citrus fair lie held in n o rth ­ 
ern C alifornia—and, of course, in Sacra­ 
m ento. 
lie is of th e opinion th a t if such 
an exhibition is to be held at all, stqis 
should be taken in th a t direction at once. 
T he idea throw n out, of th e Im m igration 
A ssociation tak in g hold of th e m atter, is 
a good one, and should have attention. 


Professor J. C. Price, of N orth Carolina, 
has been in the city som e days in the in ter­ 
est of an educational institute for colored 
jieople in the South. 
H e is a full-blooded 
negro, and a m an of splendid physique. 
H e has had a liberal education, and is a 
m an of native ability. 
H e is an effective 
public speaker and a forcible reasoner. and 
w ithal is of pleasing address and is uncom ­ 
m only endow ed w ith w hat is popularly 
term ed “ personal m agnetism .” In conver­ 
sation w ith a representative of the R ecord- 
U nion, a few days ago, som e reference was 
m ade to the 
JIM CROW CARS 
On som e o f the railroads o f the South. 
T he statem ents then m ade by Professor 
Price led to a subsequent interview w ith 
him , and the result is given below : 
“ Prof. Price, how long have vou lived in 
the South ?” 
“ I am now 31, and I was born and 
brought up in th e South, though educated 
out of it.” 
“ Y ou are. then, fam iliar w ith th e condi­ 
tion of th e freedm en th ere ?” 
” 1 th in k I am . 
I have been am ong 
them ever since I was a boy, I m ay say, 
and I have traveled extensively through 
the South, as a m an.” 
“ A re you fam iliar w ith the thought of 
the w hite people of the South regarding 
the blacks am ong them ?” 
“ I th in k I am .” 
“ W hat, in tru th , is the political freedom 
of the negro citizen to-dav in the S o u th ?” 


c o n d i t i o n o f c o l o r e d v o t e r s . 
_ “ W ell, his practical condition as a voter 
is one not favorable to the free exercise of 
bis political rights. 
In different parts of 
the South this varies, however, in degree, 
regarding the freedom he enjoys in this di­ 
rection. 
T here are som e States w here we 
can vote pretty freely, as in N orth Carolina 
and V irginia, and w here there is perm itted 
to us freedom of speech. 
But w hen it 
comes to M ississippi, Georgia and South 
Carolina, for instance—in som e parts at 
least—our guaranteed privileges u n d e r the 
laws are greatly restricted. 
T here is not 
now the bloodshed there once was because 
of this disfranchisem ent, but personal in ­ 
tim idation rem ains as before.” 
“ W hy is there, then, less personal out­ 
rage and bloodshed?” 
“ Because the freedm eu in large part are 
afraid to come to the jiolis or to assert their 
rights at the ballot-box or on the stum p.” 
“ W hy should they be afraid ? 
Does not 
the law protect them ?” 


FEARFUL VOTERS. 
“ Because w ith the opposition, if such 
attem pts were m ade to vote freely, o r to 
refuse to vote as th e dom inant race desires, 
the freedm an encounters such resistance 
and intolerance th at his instincts to avoid 
harm are quickened, and so lie dread3 to 
attem pt to enforce or claim his rights.” 
” W h at form does that opposition take?" 
“ W ell, intim idation. 
As by enforced 
rem oval from lands he occupied as a ten ­ 
a n t ; if you persist in your right the opjio- 
sition assum es m ore violent form. ' 
“ Personal assault ?” 
“ Yes, not infrequently. 
I refer now to 
the ‘ old South ?’ 
“ W hat do you m ean by tlie old South?” 
11 I mean that portion of a com m unity 
th a t represents tlié intolerant spirit in pol­ 
itics—tiie prejudiced snirit tiiat is m anifest 
w hen it comes to claim s of rights for the 
negro; in short, caste. 
In fact, th e old 
South believes in the doctrine that negroes 
have no rights the w hite m an is bound to 
respect. They consider it a w rong to be 
taxed to give educational advantages to the 
negro population, but they subm it to it. 
But there is a liberal elem ent in the South 
th at is rather inclined to bear our m en, and 
to give us freedom of speech and accord us 
guaranteed rights under tlie Federal and 
other laws. T hat elem ent is increasing 
num erically, and in strength, but it is very 
slow grow th, and that elem ent is now 


HOPELESSLY IN TH E M INORITY, 
Though ready to encourage educational 
schem es in the interest of the freedm en." 
“ Is this elem ent confined to the new 
generation ? ” 
“ W ell, no. 
T here is som e of the old and 
som e of the new, bu t it is m ostly of the 
new .” 
“ Does intim idation take on any other 
form ? ” 
“ If a negro takes a prom inent jiart in pol­ 
itics against the faith of tlie ruling party he 
is rem inded that other parts m ight be m ore 
congenial for him . 
They look at it that 
urging negroes to vote is arraying th e black 
against the w hite. T hat, they hold, m ust 
not be tolerated.” 


TH E DEMOCRATIC PARTY. 
“ W h at political parly occupies th at posi­ 
tio n ? ” 
“ T he D em ocratic party. 
In fact, no 
other p irty really exists" there, w hen it 
comes to. organized and effective form s.” 
“ How about the R epublican p arty ?” 
“ I t in k its days are about num bered in 
th e South.” 
“ W hy so? T hat does not accord witli 
vifw s o f partisans here.” 
“ Because the w hites can’t take any ac­ 
tive part for it, as they will be boycotted 
and ostracized in business and socially, 
they and th eir fam ilies. 
As to conven­ 
tions, w can m eet and m ake ouiaclves felt, 
nationally, a t least; but as to voting, we 
have litt’.e or no power at all in national 
affairs. 
In some local affairs, we here and 
there elect candidates not of the D em o­ 
cratic party, and we feel as jiolitical fac­ 
tors.” 
“ Do yon m ean, then, th at the Southern 
negro is going over to th e D em ocratic 
party ?” 


POLITICAL PARALYSIS. 
“ No, sir. 
I m ean th at the friends o f the 
negro are discouraged, and feel th at they 
can't put up w ith th e pun ish m en t neces­ 
sary to rem ain his friend. T he negroes be­ 
ing alone, and in tlie hands of the South­ 
ern population, can't do m uch for th em ­ 
selves.” 
“ You surely do not look for indefinite 
continuance of such a state of affairs?” 
“ O ur only hope is on the line of increase 
of intelligence am ong the masses. 
T his 
will bring an appreciation of th eir rights, 
and the courage to dem and them . 
T his 
will be intensified by the m arvelous in ­ 
crease of the colored population in the 
South." 
“ It increases disproportionately to th at 
of the w hites?” 


INCREASE OF BLACKS. 
“ A es. 
The blacks double every tw enty 
and th e w hites every thirty-five years. 
Ignorance is weakness, and the weak are 
m ost easily driven from a jiosition by in ­ 
telligence. So I think tiiat the ignorance 
of tlie colored voter in the South is tlie 
great draw back to tlie Republican party.” 
“ Industrially, w hat is th e condition of 
the colored jieople South ?” 
“ V ery encouraging.” 
“ Do you m ean that better grades of labor 
are now engaged in by them ?" 
11 A es, sir ; 
and they are succeeding in 
th eir industrial pursuits m ore and m ore 
e\-ery year. 
They are tiurchasing lands, 
buying homes, entering the trades : in fact, 
the colored m an is the bone and sinew of 
labor in th e South as m echanics and agri­ 
culturists.” 
“ H ave you noticed that in the N orth 
th e colored m an ’s service is m ainlv th at of 
a servitor, requiring com paratively little 
skill or intelligence?” 


TH E NEGRO AT TH E NORTH. 
“ Indeed, I have, sir: 
and have beeu 
greatly sur¡>rised by it.” 
“ How do you account for it ?" 
“ I don’t know , except it is a prejudice. I 
notice in th e N orth and East th at w hite 
m echanics often refuse to work w ith col­ 
ored m en. 
In the South it is nothing 
strange at all to see th e colored m an and 
the w hite m an on the sam e w all, build­ 
ing." 
“ Then the South is in advance o f us in 
th at respect?” 
• 
“ Yes sir. G enerally the rule in the 
South is. if a w hite m an has a contract he 
has a colored m an for forem an, and the 
m ajority of his w orkm en are negroes. 
But 


I do not th in k this is because the people 
South recognize the m anhood o f the negro 
any m ore th an in the N orth—not so m uch 
—but I am just speaking of facts as they 
are.” 
" H ow about recognition or personal con­ 
tact in trav el?” 


JIM CROW CARS. 
“ A h, w hen it comes to th at thev will not 
let the negro occupy a first-class ear in A la­ 
bam a, Georgia and som e other jiiaces. 
No 
m atter w hat liis position, nor how ever neat 
and clean, lie m ust take his place in the 
Jim Crow car, provided for colored peojile, 
and 
w ith 
indifferent 
accom m odations. 
T here one m ay have to associate w ith 
crim inals in transport and w ith the dirtv 
and offensive. 
Now. I adm it the right of a 
com pany to say th at a m an o u to f theditch, 
w ith his clothing filthy from labor in the 
sew er or canal, or the foul and drunken or 
noisy and insulting shall not be jierm itted 
to offend by sitting in a car w ith orderly 
and ordinarily cleanly people. 
B ut th at is 
not the rule in the jiarts of the South re­ 
ferred to it. 
It is the color of the sk in .” 
“ But. suppose a negro is w ith a w hite 
as his body servant?” 
“ Oh, then, it is all right. 
If he or she is 
a m enial, a servant, a nurse, and w ith his 
em ployer, lie or she rem ains in the first 
class, an d the whites are not at all offend­ 
ed, though a m ore genteel and cleanly 
colored m an and wom an, no m atter how 
cultured, w ho hapjiens to be unaccotujia- 
nied by a w hite jierson, m ust perforce move 
on into the Jim Crow ear.” 


NO EXCUSE. 
“ H ow do Southern jieojile excuse this 
m arvelous inconsistency ?" 
" They don't pretend to excuse it a t all. 
W ith such people negroes have no social 
l ights. 
T his feeling can only be removed 
by raising the standard of intelligence 
am ong negroes. 
I was struck by the force 
of an editorial expression in the R e c o r d - 
U n i o n the other day. 


A MATTER OF COLOR AN D CONDITION. 
“ It said, treating of the Chinese agita­ 
tion, th at th is people do not oppose the 
C hinam an 
because 
of 
his 
color 
or 
liis 
nativity, 
but 
because o f 
the 
relation of 
his color end 
nativity to 
a certain condition. 
Now in the South the 
w hites have not a prejudice to color, to the 
black skin, bu t to color as related to a jiast 
condition.” 
“ H ow are the educational processes, you 
are laboring to advance, progressing? 
“ O nly slow ly. T hat is. so far°as the 
State is concerned. 
W hat is being done is 
by churches and by m eans of individual 
gifts for the m aintenance o f schools. 
Now 
the States say they are so im poverished 
th at they cannot provide adequate school 
system s. 
If it had not been for the 


M UNIFICENCE OF T H E NORTH 
E ducation am ong th e blacks in th e South 
would have been in a m uch m ore hopeless 
condition than to-day. 
You can see the 
need for educational effort in the fact th at 
in Georgia fifty per cent, of the people over 
10 years of age cannot read, in N orth 
C arolina 48 3-10. and in other States South 
51, 38, and so on.” 
“ Is it true th at the blacks are m ore rig­ 
orously punished fur crim inal offenses than 
the w hites?” 
“ Yes, sir. 
If there was no black m an in 
the South there would lie no farm ing out 
of prisoners. 
Every colored m an sent to 
State Prison is disqualified for life, and so 
it is a m eans of decreasing the jiolitical 
strength of the negro. 
H e is sent to State 
Prison for offenses recognized w ith you of 
California as only light crim es. 
F o r in ­ 
stance, w hat would be petit larceny with 
your peojile is grand larceny in the South. 
T hus the prisoner becomes an outcast for 
such an offense as taking a jiig or chicken, 
or a bushel of corn, etc. 
W ith you grand 
larceny is m easured by the value of $50 in 
the article stolen ; w ith us it is from $4 up­ 
w ards.” 
RELIGIOUS CONDITION. 
“ W hat is the state of religiou am ong the 
colored people of the South ? ” 
“ Religious grow th lias greatly advanced 
since the slavery days, not only "in th e gen­ 
eral acceptance of tlie truth, but in tiie 
form s and m ethods of w orship, and in the 
extension o f the fields of religions worship, 
as also in the increased num ber of churches. 
T he structures are far better than in the old 
days, and som e of them are very tine build­ 
ings. 
The capacity of the clergy has also 
im proved greatly. 
Tlie people attending 
service now are thoughtful, deliberative, 
and exam ine m ore deeply. T here is less of 
physical enthusiasm in w orship—less of 
shouting and m ore of profound th inking 
and solicitous inquiry.” 
“ W hat denom ination is num erically the 
strongest am ong blacks in the South ? ” 
“ Probably the Baptists. 
Tliev and the 
M ethodists are tlie strongest am ong the 
churches.” 
TH E NEW STOCK. 
“ A re the young people of the colored 
race at the South, who have had school 
privileges, as m uch cowed as are their 
elders? ” 
“ No. sir! 
In jirojiortion as they become 
intelligent and are instructed in things 
taught in schools, they become m ore inde­ 
pendent, w ithout being insolent. 
They 
are m ore respected by the w hites accoidii g 
as they m anifest intellectual capacity, and 
in a degree, too, not jiossible for the ignor­ 
ant io com m and.” 
"T h en , to com e back to the starting 
jioint, the way to get the black m an out of 
the 
,11M CROW CARS 
Is to educate him ." 
“ Precisely, and it is for th at reason that 
I am here seeking to interest your people 
in ou r work. 
W ith an im proved intel­ 
lectuality our m en and women will be m ore 
careful in th eir personal attire. 
T heir 
m anners will im prove, and then there 
m ust disappear m uch ot the prejudice that 
now relegates them to the Jim Crow 
ears. 
We w ant technical schools in the 
South, th at not only tlie head m ay be de­ 
veloped, but ihe hand also ; that it m ay be 
taught cunning of skill, and th a t our 
young people m ay approach the avenues of 
industry, prepared to enter them w ith som e 
idea of w hat they dem and of those who 
walk therein. 
Yes. sir ; the Jim Crow 
car is at the bottom of our trouble—that is, 
it is a chief agency for trouble—for it is 
representative of the spirit of the South and 
the condition of tlie negro in the South. In 
som e States our people are not com jielled 
to take to these vehicles, and there is where 
they have the broadest m eed of freedom in 
all directions. B ut in others th e intolerance 
goes to this extent th at we cannot w arm 
ourselves at the sam e tire. 
As 


AN INSTANCE. 
“ I can cife m y own case. 
I was com- 
fielled, witli other travelers, one cold night, 
to leave a train at a sm all depot and aw ait 
the arrival o f a connecting train. 
T he 
w hite passengers all entered the w aiting- 
room ¡irovided for them . It was a com fort­ 
able apartm ent, w ith chairs and settees and 
a crackling fire to m itigate th e nipping 
chilliness of the sh aq i air of night. 
W e 
had to rem ain at this point all night—th at 
is, u n til daylight, som e six hours off—and 
there was ’ no help for it. 
I, w ith som e 
other colored jieople—cleanly, decent, and 
w ell-behaved—entered 
the waiting-room 
to w arm at the fire. 
W e were told to re­ 
tire. G oing out, we asked tiie authority 
w ho excluded u s w here we were expected 
to stay. 
“ ‘ O utside.’ 
“ * W hat, here, w ith these wom en, ex- 
jiosed to th e cold so lo n g ?’ 
‘ ‘ I can't help it.’ 
“ ‘ But, is there no shelter for us at all? 
W e have paid our tare, and have the right 
to shelter w rile th e carrier m akes th e con­ 
nection on his route.’ 
" ‘ W ell, there is an old cabin y o n d er; 
go in th at.’ 
“ ‘ It is dilapidated and unfit for hum an 
beings; and there is no fire, or light, or 
seats. 
‘“ W ell, m ake a fire, and scare up your 
own light. 
N igiers a in ’t adm itted here.’ 
“ A nd so we had to huddle in that m isera­ 
ble hovel, and m ake our own fire, and do 
tlie best w e could the long hours of that 
night."

of thirty days, if the whites learned the 
business, the other thirty Chinamen would 
be discharged. Now the fact is 1 have had 
of htte but twelve Chinese in all at my 
works, and my proposition was to dis­ 
charge one-half of them on the 1st of Janu­ 
ary and the rem ainder within sixty days, 
and employ white labor in their places. " 
Let me say that the resuit of your publi­ 
cation of the above in the R eco rd U n io n 
has led to m aking my establishment a 
getieial recruiting rendezvous for white 
laborers, forty-nine men having applied 
there for employment this morning before 
10 o'clock. ¡So I do not fear but that 1 will 
be able to find all the help 1 will need to 
take the place of the few {'hiñese I have on 
hand. . I will now propablv put some to 
work to-morrow and a few inore on Mon- 
dey, discharging Chinese to give them 
places, and 1 presume by the last of the 
present month our entire force will consist 
o f white help.

Pursuant to the call published in the 
R ecord-Union, there was an anti-Chi­ 
nese meeting in Turner Hall last evening, 
held under the auspices of the Knights of 
Labor organizations of this city. 
The 
meeting in point of numbers was not so 
large as that of the previous evening, but 
all the seats were occupied, and many 
stood in the aisles and in the rear. The 
meeting was more representative of the 
labor 
element than that of Thursday 
evening, 
and 
was 
quiet, 
orderly 
and 
attentive. 
J. 
D. 
Jost, 
Pres­ 
ident 
of 
the 
Knights 
of 
Labor 
organizations, 
called 
the 
meet­ 
ing 
to 
order, 
and 
said 
that 
its object was to organize tor action, and to 
indorse the proceedings of the meeting 
held by the business men Thursday even­ 
ing. He contended that organized labor 
was the only effective way to cope with 
the Chinese and other evils from which 
white labor was suffering. The business 
men seemed to he in earnest, and he 
thought a unity of action would result in 
much good. 
He said that Burnette G . 
Haskell, of San Francisco, was present. 
He was a representative Knight ot Labor, 
and would inform those present ot what 
was accomplished at the recent Convention 
of labor unions in San Francisco. 
Upon motion, Mr. Jost was elected Chair­ 
man and Noble Fisher Secretary of the 
meeting. 
Mr. Haskell was introduced, and spoke 
for nearly one hour. He is a young man, 
of good presence, a fluent speaker, and kept 
the audience’s undivided attention through­ 
out. H e said if the laborers of this or 
any 
other 
community were 
to 
be 
benefited, 
it 
had 
to 
be 
through 
united 
labor. 
He 
had 
listened 
to 
the speakers the preceding evening—“they 
lauded us to the skies and you cheered 
them to the echo.'' “ They who fawn upon 
us and profess love for the laborers, does it 
because they want something from us. If 
you believe you are the freemen, the no­ 
bility and cream of the earth, and all that 
kind of taffy that they sling at you, you 
are too ignorant for me to talk to 
I'am 
here, not to sling taffy, but to talk {Gain 
business sense to business sense men. The 
labor unions of San Francisco had their 
Kearney, and now they decry another 
equally demagogical individual upon their 
horizon in the form of Dr. O'Donnell. He 
is endeavoring to get us to follow hi u, like 
a pack of fools, and boost him into an 
office where he would be able, not to serve 
us, but to sell us out for coin. You must 
awaken to the fact that you can do noth- , 
ing without organization, and with or- l 
ganization you can accomplish anv de­ 
sired end. 
We will not be led again 
by any one man; no individual shall have 
control of our destinies." The speaker 
then gave a graphic review of the entire 
proceedings of the San Francisco Conven­ 
tion, which has heretofore appeared in full 
in the Bay papers, and synopsized in the 
telegraphic columns of the R e c o r d -U n io n . 
He held that the people of San Francisco 
could be relieved lrom the curse of Chinese 
labor if the Mayor, the Board of Health, or 
the Supervisors of that city, would enforce 
the laws and 
ordinances. 
They have 
power, he said, to dum p Chinatown into 
the bay if they wish, or expel every Mon­ 
gol from within the city limits. He said 
the Sta'.e officials had power, also, to re­ 
lieve the people of this curse, but they took 
no steps in that direction. The officers thus 
derelict in the official discharge of their 
duties were created by the laboring ruen, are 
paid with the money' collected by tax- from 
the laboring class, and if they continue 
to violate their oaths and the obligations of 
their office, they will be visited with dire 
and severe punishment, and even inti­ 
mated that some would have to commence 
climbing the golden stairs with their hoots 
on. 
He enumerated the towns in the State 
that had organized labor Unions. He said, 
drive the Chinese out of every town in the 
State, and let them come to San Francisco 
if they choose. We will not kick. We 
propose to take care of the 40,000 already 
there, an d a few more thousand won't add 
much to the labor we propose to accom­ 
plish. 
He described the condition of the 
poor in San Francisco, and told some 
of the 
bitter 
experiences 
of women 
and girls, that seems incredible in this age 
of civilization. He defended the hoodlum, 
who, he said, was the direct result of 
Chinese competition in the labor m arket, 
and they were often forced to steal for no 
other reason than to be able to gain the 
protection and lood obtainable behind the 
prison bars that was denied them in the 
cold, unfeeling outside world. The labor 
question of the entire world he discussed 
at length, quoting from the most eminent 
authorities upon political economy,showing 
him self to be well versed upon the subject. 
He asked that an organization be formed 
in this city, and reaiI the following, which 
was unanimously indorsed:

At the last meeting of the State Horti­ 
cultural Society held at San Francisco, a 
very interesting discussion was had upon 
prune growing, nnd all information sub­ 
mitted tended to establish that this is to be 
one of the profitable branches of the fruit 
industry of California. 
D. F. Lieb, of San 
Jose, submitted samples of prunes put up 
by him, and read a letter from Thurber, 
Wyland & Co., of New York, the heaviest 
prune importing firm in the United States, 
who said of a box of prunes sent them by 
Mr. J.ieb: ''They are the finest-liavored 
prunes I have ever eaten, no matter where 
raised.'’ 
There were several new varieties of fruit 
.-submitted for inspection at the meeting, 
some of which was very favorably com­ 
mented upon. 
A proposition from the manager of the 
Grand Hotel, San Francisco, offering a 
room in that building in which to hold the 
future meetings of the society, was accepted 
with thanks, and the future meetings of 
the society will therefore be regularly' held 
at that place. The next meeting was set 
for the 18th inst. The subject chosen for 
discussion, is “ The Best Method of Exter­ 
minating the f^caie Bug and Other Most 
Injurious Insects.” 
Matthew Cooke was 
unanimously chosen to open the discussion, 
and there can he no doubt that the meeting 
will be very profitable. 
!»HEATER PRODUCTION FROM SMALL AREA. 
The beneficial results to be derived from 
more thorough cultivado# and the proper 
application of necessary fertilizers have 
been several times of late set forth in this 
department of the Itk.cord-U nion, and yet 
too much cannot be said in this direction 
nor too frequently. The CaXhtogian well 
says from the same point: 
"A great deal is said one way and an­ 
other about the fitness of small farms. It 
reminds us of the old story of the Roman 
who bad two daughters and a small vine­ 
yard. 
When the first was married, he 
gave her husband by way of dowry half 
the vineyard, and went on bestowing as 
much labor upon I be remaining portion as 
he formerly had upon the whole, and, to 
bis surprise, found that the halt yielded as 
much as the whole had. 
The second 
daughter married, and the vineyard wa3 
again divided, an.l the same amount of 
work as ever was done upon the quarter, 
and lo and behold, the crop front the quar­ 
ter was as great a- the erop had been from 
the entire place. 
Might it not be well for 
us to be thinking of better cultivation and 
fare generally before laying all to frost, or 
rain, or vine pests and diseases? ' 
VALUE OF GROUND BONK. 
Poultry-ralsers should not neglect to use 
A.ufioient raw bone, either crushed or in 
the form of meal. 
It contains lime, as do 
also oyster shells, but it also contains ani­ 
mal matter which is of great value. Bone, 
when burnt, is of comparatively little 1 
value over oyster shells, but when crushed ' 
or ground raw, supplies value peculiar to j 
tsclf. 
All classes of poultry are extremely ; 
bud of it. Care should be taken to have it j 
pure and sweet. It is good for all classes 
and ages of poultry. For young chicks it j 
should be used in the form of meal, mix- j 
ing a little quantity two or three times a 
.veek with their suit feed, say one quart to ! 
a bushel of cornmeal. For young turkeys ! 
t is almost indispensable, To prevent lo g 1 
weakness. At about the time of their1 


bushel usually, sometimes 75 cents to $1 
per bushel. Cheat will not grow if covered 
over two inches deep, so it is no trouble as 
to growing in the crop when sown in other 
grain, and is just as easy to get rid of as 
spring oats. Two years iu succession will 
clean the worst wild-oat land that can be 
found, if three bushels arc sown each year 
per acre and mowed for hay or burned off, 
and the land is as good as new. Try it and 
you will be surprised beyond all reason. 
I can pack all the wild oats that grow on 
my cheat summer-fnllow in a pint cup. 
Now if you have any low wet land, say 
swales or bogs in your farm, sow these to 
cheat and it will make you a fine lot of 
hay; the land being wet does not hurt cheat. 
You can easily gel three to five tons on 
such land where otherwise you would not 
get enough oats or wheat to feed a pig 
twenty-four hours. Please try it and satisfy 
yourselves ; this is my experience the last 
twenty-three years. 


NUT-BEARING TREES FOE PROFIT. 
Felix Gillet. proprietor of the Barren Hill 
Nurseries at Nevada City, has just issued a 
new descriptive and illustrated catalogue 
and price list of his stock of fruit, nut and 
ornamental trees, vines, etc. Mr. Gillet 
has made a specialty of propagating nut- 
bearing trees, and lias by far the finest and 
most complete collection to be found upon 
the coa3t. Quite a large number of the 
many varieties which he carries in nursery 
stock he has already had planted out suffi­ 
ciently long to have them now in bearing. 
Samples were received not long since from 
him of Red Alveriine or Spanish filberts, 
also Piedmont or Italian filberts, and of 
Italian chestnuts. These were all of the 
very finest quality, and the chestnuts espe­ 
cially showed a most prolific and mam­ 
moth growth, producing three very large 
nuts to each burr, and, although of enor­ 
mous size, still maintaining a very delicate 
fiber and flavor. 51 r. Gillet refers to the 
various kinds of nuts he has produced this 
year as undeniable proof of the unusual 
adaptability of California soil and climate 
for nut-growing, and predicts that in the 
near future this industry will comestrongly 
to the front as one of the most profitable 
lines for planting. The various kinds of 
nut trees are fully described in the cata­ 
logue, as are also bus stock of fruit trees and 
vines of all kinds, and many of which are 
entirely new to this coast. 
UTILIZING THE MOJAVE DESERT. 
It seems the 
much-despised 
Mojave 
desert is at last to become valuable as a 
raisin drying ground for vineyards located 
in more moist localities. Tho Orange Tri­ 
bune of the 28th says; 
“ The packing houses are still running 
with full force, and the supply of grapes 
will keep most of them at work for a 
month or two to come. 5IcPhersou Bros, 
have had a large force of carpenters putting 
on an addition to their packing house, 
10x100 feet, and have it nearly completed. 
It will be used for a store house, and also 
to complete the drying of a large quantity 
of raisins which were nearly ready for the 
sweat-boxes when the storms tatue on. 
They are also shipping a large quantity of 
grapes to the Mojave desert, where they 
will be dried and packed. By this means 
they will get nearly their full stock of 
grapes into raisins. 
The unprecedented 
rains caught them with $20,000 worth ot 
grapes on the drying grounds, but by 
prompt and energetic labor they have 
gained control of the situation, and we are 
glad to know that they will come out all 
right.”

CHEAT AS SUMMER FVLI.OW. 
A correspondent of the 
Xvrtlme.Hem j 
Fanner ami Dairyman—S. W. Gaines, Scio> , 
Linn countv. Oregon—thus gives his ex­ 
perience in summer fallowing: 
1 have owned and run a farm ever since 
1*52, and never plowed a furrow summer 
fallow as yet. I take my land, when it is 
worn, needs rest and is' foul with oats or 
any other filth, plow it early in the fall, or 
cultivate shallow, and sow two to three 
bushels of clean cheat setal pier acre, and 
harrow it with a light harrow. The next 
harvest I mow it for hay. and get from four 
to five tons per acre. If I want the seed I 
let it get nearly ripe, cut as wheat and get 
from sixty to one hundred bushels per acre. 
Then my land is ready to plow deep and 
sow in fall wheat or oats, which will bring 
from two to ten bushels more grain the 
uext harvest than if I had summer-fallowed 
all through the summer, and much cleaner. 
This is the only true way to get clear of 
wild oats. 1 gave my experience to some 
of my neighbors, who have tried it, and 
are well pleased with my style of.sutumcr 
fallowing. This pavs each year, as the hay 
is equally as good as timothy hay, anil 
much heavier than it. The seed, when 
thrashed and chopped, makes a good feed 
for horses and cows. 
Cheat is always a fair price, 50 cents per 


Sheep husbandry is steadily declining in 
France, the present number of sheep and 
iambs being less by II,000,000. 
Mutton is 
imported from Germany, Algeria and East­ 
ern Europe, and sells 20 per cent, higher 
than beef. 
A few years ago grain-growing was the 
main reliance of tlie Iowa farmers, but 
they are gradually drifting into dairying, 
experience having convinced them that 
it is much more profitable tban grain- 
growing. 
In testing goats for milking purposes a 
London Society found the best to be a kind 
known as the Maltese. They gave from 
three to four quarts of milk per day, and 
were able to subsist on thescantiest of herb­ 
age. 
Butter tubs should be thoroughly cleansed 
and then soaked in brine before packing 
down butter in them, which will material­ 
ly assist in preventing the butter from be­ 
ing tainted.

CALIFORNIA AT NEW ORLEANS 


T h e P a r t C a lifo r n ia lic a r g in th e G rea t 
I n te r n a tio n a l E x p o sitio n . 
The New Orleans Daily Slates of tbc 2d 
instai.t says : The weeks of hard work that 
Commissioner C. B. Turrill has devoted to 
the arrangement ot his exhibit have com­ 
menced to bear fruit. 
A glance at the vast 
space occupied, now something like .'5-1,000 
square feet, will at once show bow much 
care and judgment have been exercised. 
It is one thing to have a rich display of the 
wealth of a State, and it is another thing to 
dispose of each individual class of exhibits 
that the whole harmonizes, that the eye 
may wander over the tout ensemble unof­ 
fended by errors iu taste, by overcrowding 
or by want of system. 
In these important 
respects the success attained in California’s 
display is very striking. 
At tlie present moment exhibits of grain, 
grass, fruits, wines, etc., from the under­ 
mentioned counties, are in position and 
abutting on the main aisle, they at once 
attract the attention of passers-by : Ala­ 
meda, Butte. Napa, ¡Solano, San Bernar­ 
dino, Santa Barbara. San Joaquin, Sacra­ 
mento, Sonoma, Fresno, Tulare. Nevada, 
Placer, El Dorado, Santa Clara. Los An­ 
geles, San Diego, Santa Cruz, Kern. The 
arrangement of the products of each county 
on a separate stand has a capital efiect. 
Many of them occupy handsome redwood 
pyramids or octagons, and are surmounted 
by pictures representing the different na­ 
tural objects or industries of the county. 
The agricultural products referred to are 
invariably of excellent quality, and many 
of the specimens are unsurpassed by any­ 
thing of a like character even in this grand 
Exposition. Tlic show of fresh fruit from 
Santa Cruz county is particularly tine. The 
honey exhibit will also be an object of 
much curiosity, not only to apiarists but to 
the general public. 
A botanical department will be found in 
the neighborhood of tlie Statez' office. 
It 
has been collected and arranged by Mr. 
and Mrs. J. G. Lemmon, of California, 
upon whom it reflects great credit. 
The displays of timber and of tree sec­ 
tions have u most imposing effect. On en­ 
tering the main aisle from the Prytania 
doors the enormous trees arc immediately 
on the left, standing on edge. Each is con­ 
spicuously labelled, a protograph being 
also appended to “ The Giant.” Then 
there are sections of sugar pine, yellow 
pine, cedar and white fir—all remarkable 
specimens, from Messrs. Towle Bros., of 
Alta, Cal. 
The redwood plank, fourteen feet iu 
length by six feet three inches in width, by 
far the largest in the building, is from the 
estate of H. Perry, Los Angeles, pal. The 
other redwood planks are not far behind 
this in point of size and perfection. 
There is also near by a notable grape­ 
vine, from General Bldwell, of Butte, who, 
it should be stated, contributed the whole 
of the exceedingly representative exhibits 
of his county.

A woolen exhibit in a large glass show­ 
case shows that in textile fabrics tlie Golden 
Statg can well hold her own. The speci­ 
mens of blankets are numerous and of ex­ 
cellent quality: they come from the San 
Francisco Woolen Mills. 
Two imposing, solid-looking cubes, re­ 
present the amount of gold and silver pro­ 
duced by the State, $1,130,000,000 and $20,­ 
000,000 in value respectively. The interiors 
of the cubes are advantageously employed, 
the one for the storage of the enormous 
amount of printed matter that is being ju­ 
diciously distributed, and the other for the 
samples of the various wines of the State. 
These form an interesting study in them­ 
selves. The growth of the California wine 
trade is something wonderful, and at the 
present rate she will soon be ahead of tlie 
world in this respect. Clarets, ports, sher­ 
ries. angelicas, 
white wines, etc., and 
brandies are here displayed in endless va­ 
riety. 
The whole California space is rich in 
photographic views. These are invariably 
perfect in clearness and detail. 
Those 
Iront the studio of J. W. Taber, of San 
Francisco, are especially fine, and a large 
view of San Francisco bay calls for indi­ 
vidual mention. 
Such are a few only of the countless at­ 
tractions in this space. 
It would be en­ 
tirely impossible to do justice to them in 
the limits of this article, but one observa­ 
tion remains to be made. The Govern­ 
ment building in addition to It3 noble ex­ 
hibits contains many elegant headquarters, 
where the Commissioners are in tlie habit 
of welcoming their friends and compatriots. 
Commissioner Turrill lias offices and re­ 
ception rooms that will be, in respect of 
fitting up and general completeness, in 
every way in accordance with the premier 
position occupied by his State, hut it is to 
liis credit that whilst the rest of liis exhibit 
was being prepared for public inspection 
the genial Commissioner lias been busy 
with sterner matters tban mere upholstery 
and esthetic effects. The hard work is now 
over, and Mr. Turrill can turn his atten­ 
tion to his headquarters, which, if treated 
with the tact and discrimination shown on 
the rest of the space, will soon become one 
of the most popular in the exposition. 


half pounds. The best are those thickest 
in meat and richest in natural oil and su­ 
gar. They come from San Bias, Cow Isl­ 
and, San Andrias, Ruatans. Jamaica and 
Baracoa. They grow on the islands of the 
Caribbean sea, and the !■ ces are so planted 
that the roots are constantly washed with 
salt water. The nuts are not picked frotu 
the tree but tall to the ground when ripe 
because of the decay of the stems. When 
the husk is taken off they are ready for 
shipping. The perishable nature ot the 
green nut has made desiccated cocoanut 
more desirable in the market, and this is 
the article we manufacture and sell.” 
“ What is the operation ?” 
“ The cocoann's are placed in a large 
hopper, from which they tall to a zinc-cov­ 
ered table on a lower floor. In front of tliis 
table several men are placed, who crack the 
shell of the nut with a hatchet as it fails 
on the table. Then tlie shell is pried off, 
leaving the meat whole. From 3 to 11 
o’clock six men at this work open 12,000 
nuts. A peeling machine then takes off 
the brown skin of tlie nuts, after which the 
meats are broken into pieces, the milk 
drawn off, and the pieces put into tubs of 
clean, cold water. The meat is then in­ 
spected as to its quality, and next it is put 
into a grinding mill turning 400 revolu­ 
tions a minute. The pulp thus made is 
mixed with granulated sugar and put in 
long pans of galvanized iron, which are 
put up in the desiccators and the water ex­ 
tracted at a high temperature. An interest­ 
ing fact about the work is that the entire 
process inust be completed by 2 o’clock in 
! the afternoon, because of the delicate na­ 
ture of the fruit. The number of people 
employed in this department is forty-six. 
The desiccated nut is white as snow,and per­ 
fectly dry, when it has been through the 
process, and it is then allowed to cool and 
is left in a dry temperature for ten days be­ 
fore it is finally put tip for the market. At 
3 o dock each day the work is all done.” 
“ What about the idea that cocoanut is 
indigestible?” 
“ It is supposed by ninny persons tobe 
so. But the best gtcvtho 
■ w by analy­ 
sis about 4.8 per cent, of digestible oils, 5 
per cent, of sugar, about 46 per cent, of wa- 
( ter. and only 1 per cent, of ash. This be­ 
ing the ruse, there is scarcely anything peo­ 
ple cat more digestible and nutritious.”

THE NEW STATUE AT ROME. 


A D e sc rip tio n off I t, T o g e th e r W ith an 
A cco u n t o f its D iscovery. 
The bronze statue found lying in the 
bed of tbc Tiber on Saturday last has been 
successfully raised. This was a work of 
some difficulty, for it had evidently been 
flung into the river head foremost, and was 
found with tlie feet uppermost. The work­ 
men first struck the metu! plinth, which, 
being hollow, was supposed to be a large 
bronze plate. But on clearing the sand 
from below the men quickly found the feet 
of the statue. It is a Bacchus, a little un­ 
der life size, tlie head crowned with ivy 
leaves and berries. The left arm is flexed 
upward, the band holding a long vine- 
clowned thyrsus. The right bangs down, 
and is extended a little outward. The face 
is very slightly turned to the right, and tlie 
weight of the body rests on the right leg, 
the left being bent at the knee, with only 
the ball of the foot and toes touching the 
ground behind. 
The statue is perfect in every respect, 
with the exception of a cleati fracture 
above the right ankle, aud that the thyrsus 
is broken into tlnee j>ieces, which have all 
been found. It is a work of great beauty, 
but, as far as it is possible to form a judg­ 
ment. coated as it still is in many parts 
with Tiber sand. I am inclined to attribute 
it to the Grseoo-Roman rather than to any 
Greek school of art. The face is strictly 
ideal, the line of the nose straight, and the 
mouth and chin are clearly and symmet­ 
rically modeled in full accordance with the 
typical rendering of the divus. The eyes 
are of some artificial material to imitate 
nature, the iris being represented by globu­ 
lar concavities. Some are inclined to think 
the eyes are silver, but this cannot be as­ 
certained until tlie incrustation of sand is 
removed, and that will not be a difficult 
task, for it is very loose. The bronze has a 
beautiful golden tint. 
The statue was found in the middle of 
the river, where the works are going on for 
sinking the foundations of the middle pier 
of the bridge which is to connect the new 
street through the Regola on one side ami 
the Trasteveieon the other, near the church 
ot San Oisogono. This spot is bat a short 
distance from the northern extremity ef 
the Island of St. Bartholomew, and as a 
portion, extending more or less to where 
the works are proceeding, was washed 
away during one of the inundations in the 
middle ages, it is probable that the statue 
may have been flung into the river from 
the northern point of that island, where 
stood a temple of Fannu?, mentioned by 
Ovid iu the " Fasti " : 
“ Idibns agrcstis fum aut altaria Fautii 
Hie ubi discretas insula riuiipit aquas.” 
The recovery of three bronze statues 
within less than twelve months is some­ 
thing more than 
remarkable—[London 
Times. 


E n g r a v i n g u y E l e c t r i c i t y . —An inven­ 
tion likely to be of great practical utility 
has been made by an Englishman, in the 
shape of an engraving machine, in which 
the delicate agency of electricity lias been 
introduced into the mechanism with great 
success. It is chiefly intended for decora­ 
tive engraving upon metal work, and is 
capable of producing highly finished re­ 
sults with a celerity in which manual work 
is completely outdistanced. The word or 
design to be engraved is lirst furnished by 
a setting of ornamental types or a stereo­ 
type plate. Over this is passed in parallel 
lines an arm of tire machine, to which is 
attached a fine protected platinum point. 
The motion of the arm is responded to by 
that of the table, which carries tlie metal 
to be inscribed or decorated beneath tlie 
point of the engraver. The type or stereo­ 
type plate, by raising the platinum point, 
puts into circuit a current of electricity, 
which, acting upon an electro magnet, 
raises or depresses the graver and produces 
! an enlarged or reduced engraved copy of 
the types upon the metal on the table with 
perfect accuracy. 
Complicated patterns, 
which would involve lengthened hand la­ 
bor. can he produced by the agency of the 
machine in a brief period and at trifling 
cost.—[ Bookmaker. 


The question of the Bible in the public 
schools has again come before the Courts, 
this time in Mercer county, Pa., and has 
been decided in favor of tlie Scriptures. 
Although diverse decisions have been ren­ 
dered on this question, the Courts appear 
to agree on one general position; that the 
principles inculcated in the Bible lie at the 
foundation of our modern civilization; 
that the Bible, as a whole, is not necessa­ 
rily sectarian, and that there are many 
parts of it that may, without violence to 
the doctrines held by any denomination, 
he acceptably read in schools where all de­ 
nominations are 
represented. 
This, in 
brief, appears to be the legal status of the 
question.—[Exchange.
